At 7:41 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The town meeting members were counted and 
158 declared present, the necessary number to constitute a quorum for 
this meeting was 113. 


The invocation was given by the Reverend’Leslie F. Wallace, pastor 
of the St. Barnabas Episcopal Church.

The following report was read in behalf of John R. Peterson, Chair- 
man of “Committee to Study Possibilities of Air Transportation Service 
at Coonamessett Airport” appointed under Article 69 of the Annual Town 
Meeting of February 1950:— 

The Committee carried out the instructions given them at the above 
named town meeting and held several meetings with all parties concerned. 
Up to this date the committee is unable to bring in a definite recom- 
mendation and asks time for further study and will try to report at the 
next town meeting. Further time was granted by the meeting. 

The following report was read by William G. MacDougall, Chairman 
of “Committee for Study of Falmouth Heights Corner Traffic’’:— 

. The Committee met with difficulties, trying to make plans to best 
meet the problem of traffic. We found that there was not sufficient space 
to install a traffic circle which we had hoped to install and we now have 
revised plans that we believe will be a satisfactory solution of the traffic 
problem at said corner. We are asking at this town meeting that money 
appropriated for a traffic circle be spent by the Board of Selectmen and 
Highway Surveyor for a revised plan which consists of Islands to divide 
and direct the traffic. 

The following motion was made:—that the sum of $5,500.00 appro- 
priated under Article 58 of the Annual Town Meeting held February 16, 
1950 for a Traffic Circle at the Corner of Falmouth Heights Road and 
Main Street be expended according to revised plans as presented by the 
Committee.

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Report of Special Town Meeting 
Held Tuesday, June 5, 1951 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the voters met at the Henry W. Hall 
School Auditorium on Tuesday, June 5th at 7:30 o’clock P.M. to act upon 
the articles contained therein:— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:— 
Albert E. Landers John O. Henriksen

William B. Hastings was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


Officers in attendance were:— 
James W. Boyatt Arthur W. Robichaud 


At 7:35 o’clock P.M. the meeting was called to order by the Moder- 
ator, Milford R. Lawrence. The number of town meeting members 
necessary to constitute a quorum for this meeting was 113. A count of 
the town meeting members showed 116 present and a quorum was 
declared. 


The invocation was given by the Rev. Ralph H, Long, pastor of the 
First Congregational Church, Falmouth. 


Article 1. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
additional sum of $9,334.00 to settle claim and suit of William J. McCann 
for damages for land taken for beach purposes of his property at Fal- 
mouth Heights or do or act anything else in the matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $750.00 for the purpose of making a plan of a proposed parallel 
street on the Southerly side of Main Street in Falmouth Center, said 
parallel street to be located substantially in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of Sidney N. Shurcliff, said funds to be expended under the 
direction of the Planning Board, or take any other action in these mat- 
ters and for these purposes. 

On petition of the Planning Board, George Harrison Bigelow, Chair- 
man. 

Voted, to grant the Planning Board an extension of time to study: 
the purposes called for in this article. 
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Article 3. To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-Law and 
so note on the Zoning Map by changing from a Single Residence District 
to a Light Industrial District that parcel of land located in that part of 
Falmouth called Hatchville and bounded and described as follows:— 


Beginning at the Northwesterly corner of the described premises at 
the Mill Road, so called; thence southerly by Shallow Pond to land now 
or formerly of the heirs of Charles H. Turner; thence Easterly by land 
now or formerly of the heirs of said Turner to land of John H. Robinson; 
thence Northerly by land of said Robinson to land now or formerly of 
the heirs of Zenas Doty; thence Westerly by said land now or formerly 
of the heirs of Zenas Doty, to a stone wall; thence Northerly along said 
stone wall and said land now or formerly of the heirs of Zenas Doty to 
the aforesaid Mill Road; thence Westerly by said Mill Road to the first 
mentioned bound and place of beginning. 


Being the same premises shown under the designation of “Ezra F. 
Geggatt, 1918” on Sheets Nos. 16 and 22 of the Revised Town of Fal- 
mouth Assessors Maps, or take any other appropriate action in this 
matter. 


On petition of Roland W. Scannell and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. Its 
recommendation was that this article be indefinitely postponed. 

By a counted vote 17 voted in favor of the change 88 against and the 
motion for changing from a Single Residence District to a Light Indus- 
trial District the parcel of land as called for in this article did not pre-. 
vail. Any action then voted indefinitely postponed. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in laying out the following roads, or take any other action 
that may be necessary including the raising and appropriating of any 
money or moneys required therefor:— 


Maravista Avenue Extension 
Crystal Spring and Crescent Avenue to Ocean 
On request of the Board of Selectmen. 
Above 4 Articles Referred from Annual Town Meeting, Feb. 13, 1951. 


On the Maravista Avenue Extension lay-out, 13 voted in favor and 
105 against and the motion did not prevail. It was then voted to refer 
this to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


On the Crystal Spring and Crescent Avenue to Ocean lay-out 67 
voted in favor and 52 against, motion did not prevail by necessary two- 
thirds vote. It was then voted to refer this to the next town meeting. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or from other available sources, the sum of 
$6,329.43 which is the balance needed to pay the interest due August lst 
on Junior-Senior High School bonds. 


On request of the Town Treasurer. 


Voted, to appropriate from Excess and Deficiency account the sum 
of $6,329.43 this being the balance needed to pay the interest due August 
ist on Junior-Senior High School bonds. Unanimous vote, a quorum being 
present. 
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Article 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or other available sources the sum of $500.00 to 
be added to the Town Clerk’s budget for printing and advertising. 

On petition of the Town Clerk. 

Voted, to appropriate from Excess and Deficiency account the sum 


of $500.00 said amount to be added to the Town Clerk’s budget for print- 
ing and advertising. Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to install a new fire alarm 
box at the corner of Old State Highway and County Road, North Fal- 
mouth, and appropriate from Excess and Deficiency Account or from 
other available sources, such amount of money as may be necessary for 
such purpose, or take any other action on this matter. 

On petition of Board of Fire Engineers. 


Voted, to appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency account the 
sum of $250.00 for installing a new fire alarm box at the corner of Old 
State Highway and County Road, North Falmouth. Said sum to be ex- 
pended under direction of the Fire Engineers. Unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or from other available sources the sum of 
$650.00 for the purchase of forest fire hose. 

On request of Ray D. Wells, Forest Fire Warden. 


Voted, to appropriate from Excess and Deficiency account the sum 
of $650.00 for the purchase of forest fire hose. Said sum to be expended 
under direction of the Forest Fire Warden. Unanimous vote, a quorum 
being present. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to transfer the sum of $1,103.89 
from ‘Fire Department, Gas Masks’ to Fire Department, All Other, for 
the purpose of meeting unforeseen costs incurred in installing the emer- 
gency generator, the air compressor, and to meet the costs of changes 
and/or renewals of Fire Department radio facilities. 

On request of George G. Ferris, Clerk, Board of Fire Engineers. 


Voted, to transfer the sum of $1,103.89 from Fire Department, Gas 
Masks, (the amount of balance appropriated under Article 41, Annual 
Town Meeting of February 1949), to Fire Department, All Other, for the 
purpose of meeting. unforseen costs incurred in the installing of emer- 
gency generator, the air compressor, and to meet the costs of changes 
and/or renewals of Fire Department radio facilities. Unanimous vote, 
a quorum being present. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to transfer the sum of 
$2,447.27 received from the Insurance Companies as reimbursement of 
Fire Damage, East Falmouth Station, to the “Fire Department Account, 
Building Repairs and Furnishings” and to appropriate from Excess and 
Deficiency Account or other available sources the sum of $1,450.00 ne- 
cessary to complete the work of repair and to purchase and replace the 
furniture and furnishings lost or damaged in the fire. 

On request of George G. Ferris, Clerk, Board of Fire Engineers. 


Voted, to transfer the sum of $2,447.27 when received from the In- 
surance Companies as reimbursement of fire damage, East Falmouth 
Station, to the Fire Department Account, (Building Repairs and Furnish- 
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ings) and appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency Account the sum 
of $1,450.00, said amounts necessary to complete the work of repair and 
to purchase and replace the furniture and furnishings lost or damaged 
in the fire at the East Falmouth Fire Station. Said amounts to be ex- 
pended under the supervision of the Board of Fire Engineers. Unanimous 
vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to acquire from Seacoast 
Shores, Inc., or its successors, those water mains originally installed by 
the Government and located in Seacoast Shores Boulevard so called, 
Waquoit, consisting of approximately a mile of pipe 8-inch in diameter 
and approximately 34 of a mile of pipe 6-inch in diameter and for said 
purposes appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency, Account or other 
available sources a sum of money estimated at $5,500.00 in payment 
therefor, instruments of title to said mains and a permanent easement 
to be given to the Town for said water mains and their maintenance, 
such other requirements as may be necessary to be obtained by the 
Board of Water Commissioners of the Town or to pass any other votes 
or take any other action as may be necessary or advisable for the ac- 
complishment of said purposes. 

On petition of the Board of Water Commissioners. 


Voted, that the Town acquire from Seacoast Shores, Inc., or its suc- 
cessors, those water mains originally installed by the Government and 
located in Seacoast Shores Boulevard, so called, Waquoit, consisting of 
approximately a mile of pipe 8-inch in diameter and approximately %4 
of a mile of pipe 6-inch in diameter and for said purposes appropriate 
from the Excess and Deficiency Account the sum of $5,500.00 in payment 
therefor, instruments of title to said mains and a permanent easement 
to be given to the Town for said mains and their maintenance, such 
other requirements as may be necessary to be obtained by the Board 
of Water Commissioners of the Town, said amount to be expended under 
the supervision of the Board of Water Commissioners. Unanimous vote, 
a quorum being present. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Water Commissioners of the Town to enter into an agreement with Sea- 
coast Shores, Inc., or its successors, that after water mains have been 
installed by it or them at their expense in certain private ways known 
as Pinerock Road and Woodside Drive, at the so called Seacoast Shores 
Development, Waquoit, being in part 2-inch in diameter and in part 
6-inch in diameter, that the Town have the option of acquiring the same 
so that an agreement may be now made for such purposes, or to pass 
any other votes or take any other action in said matter. 

On petition of the Board of Water Commissioners. 


Voted, that the Town authorize the Board of Water Commissioners 
of the Town to enter into an agreement with Seacoast Shores, ‘Inc., or 
its successors, that after water mains have been installed by it or them 
at their expense in certain private ways known as Pinerock Road and 
Woodside Drive, at the so-called Seacoast Shores development, Waquoit, 
being in part 2-inch in diameter and in part 6-inch in diameter, that 
the Town have the option of acquiring same so that an agreement may 
be now made for such purposes. Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or other available sources $750.00 for use by the 
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Paik Department, the same being required for the care and upkeep of 
the three tennis courts under the supervision of the Park Commissioners, 
or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of Ellis M. Lewis, Chairman, Board of Park Commis- 
sioners. 


Voted, to appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency Account the 
sum of $750.00 for use by the Park Department, said amount being re- 
quired for the care and upkeep of three tennis courts under the super- 
vision of the Park Commissioners, said amount to be expended under the 
supervision of the Board of Park Commissioners. Unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present. 


Article 14. To see if the town will appropriate $1,000.00 from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or other available sources, for the purpose of 
making the absolutely necessary repairs to the Town Wharf and Landing 
on the Westerly side of Falmouth Harbor, or take any other action for 
these purposes. 

At request of Charles R. Grinnell, Harbor Master. 

Voted, to appropriate from Excess and Deficiency Account the sum 
of $1,000.00 for making the absolutely necessary repairs to the Town 
Wharf and Landing on the Westerly side of Falmouth Harbor, said sum 
to be expended under the supervision of the Harbor Master. Unanimous 
vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or other available sources the additional sum of 
twenty-five hundred dollars as authorized by Chapter 212, Acts of 1951, 
for the purpose of advertising the Town through the Falmouth Board of 
Trade, or do anything else in this matter or for this purpose. 

On petition of Falmouth Board of Trade. 

Voted, to appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency Account the 
sum of $2,500.00 as authorized by Chapter 212, Acts of 1951, this amount 
in addition to the $1,000.00 raised and appropriated under Article 59 at 
the Annual Town Meeting of February 13, 1951, for the purpose of ad- 
vertising the Town through the Falmouth Board of Trade. Said amount 
to be expended under the supervision of the Advertising Committee of 
the Falmouth Board of Trade. Affirmative vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account or other available sources such sum of money 
as is necessary to grade and harden the Town land at the corner of Mill 
and Beach Roads so that the same may be used for parking purposes, 
said work to be done under the supervision of the Highway Surveyor 
or otherwise as may be voted with authority to let out said work by 
contract under public bids, or to act or do anything else in these mat- 
ters for these purposes. 

On request of the Falmouth Beach Committee, Charles Botelho, 
Chairman. 

Voted, to appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency Account the 
sum of $6,604.75 for the purpose of grading and hardening the Town land 
at the corner of Mill and Beach Roads so that the same may be used for 
parking purposes (the purpose for which said land was taken by eminent 
domain). Said work to be done under the supervision of the Highway 
Surveyor, and to be done with town equipment and not let out to con- 
tract. Unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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Article 17. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to petition the General Court for Legislation to permit the recall of the 
present School Committee, or act or do anything else in the matter. 

On petition of Frank L. Nickerson and others. 

By a counted vote 48 voted in favor of the motion and 79 against and 
the motion did not prevail. The article was then indefinitely postponed. 

A’motion was later made to reconsider the vote passed to indefinitely 
postpone this article. By a counted vote of 54 affirmative and 72 negative 
the motion did not prevail and the article was still indefinitely postponed. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to appropriate from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Account, or other available sources, the sum of 
$9,500.00 for the purpose of having a complete and impartial survey of 
the Falmouth school system made by a recognized independent education 
expert or group, said expert or group to be selected by and the disburse- 
ment of such funds to be made by a committee of five members, which 
committee shall consist of one member from the School Committee, one 
member from the Falmouth Teachers’ Organization, one member from the 
Finance Committee, one member from the steering committee of the Fal-~ 
mouth Citizens’ Committee, each such representative to be selected by 
his or her respective group, and Dr. Alfred C. Redfield; or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On petition of Bostwick H. Ketchum and others. 


Voted, that the Town of Falmouth appropriate from the Excess and 
Deficiency Account the sum of $9,500.00 for the purpose of having a com~ 
plete and impartial survey of the Falmouth school system made by a 
recognized independent educational expert or group, said expert or group 
to be selected by and the disbursement of such funds to bé made by a 
committee of seven members, which committee shall consist of one mem- 
ber from the School] Committee, one member from the Falmouth Teach- 
ers’ Organization, one member from the Finance Committee, one member 
from the steering committee of the Falmouth Citizens’ Committee, one 
member from the Central Falmouth P.T.A., one member from the East 
Falmouth P.T.A., and one member from the Teaticket P.T.A., each such 
representative to be selected by his or her respective group. 85 voted in 
favor and 36 against, a quorum being present. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Board of 
Selectmen to petition for legislation to authorize the Town to convey to 
the Falmouth Amvets, Post #70, or the agents or trustees representing

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
July 9, 1950 to June 23, 1951, made in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant 
Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth 
for the period from July 9, 1950, the date of the previous 


audit, to June 23, 1951, and submit the following report 
thereon: 
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The financial transactions as shown on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town of committing bills for collection were examined and 
verified by comparison with the reports and records of the 
treasurer and the town accountant. 


An analysis was made of the town accountant’s ledgers, 
the receipts being checked with the treasurer’s books and 
the payments being compared with the warrants authoriz- 
ing them and with the treasurer’s records of payments. The 
appropriation accounts and loan authorizations were checked 
with the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings 
and the recorded transfers from the reserve fund were veri- 
fied by comparison with the finance. committee’s authori- 
zations on file. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on June 23, 1951. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed 
and checked with the records of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with the other sources from 
which money was paid into the treasury, while the payments 
were compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds. 


The cash book footings were verified, and the cash bal- 
ance on June 23, 1951 was proved by actual count of cash in 
the office and by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments made on account of maturing debt and in- 
terest were verified by comparison with the amounts falling 
due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds in 
custody of the town treasurer and trustees were examined and 
listed. The income was proved, the transfers to the town were 
checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, and all other 
transactions were verified.

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and listed. The transfers to the tax title accounts were 
checked with the collector’s records and the reported re- 
demptions were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s 
cash book. The tax title transactions were further verified 
by comparison with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


It was noted that several tax titles are being held on 
which petitions to foreclose entered in the Land Court in 
1943, 1944 and 1945 are still pending. If the validity of these 
titles is in question, it is recommended that steps be taken 
to protect the town’s interests in these tax titles. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries and wages on 
account of federal taxes were listed and checked with the 
returns made to the Collector of Internal Revenue. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes and motor vehicle and trailer 
excise outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
and all subsequent commitments were audited and compared 
with the assessors’ records, the abatements were checked, the 
transfers to the tax title account were proved, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the con- 
trolling accounts in the general ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The charges were proved, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements 
were checked with the records in the departments authorized 
to grant them, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the respective controlling accounts in the 
general ledger. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, departmental, 
and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a number 
of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
for dog and sporting licenses issued as well as for receipts of 
a miscellaneous nature, the payments to the town treasurer 
being checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts and the 
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payments to the State being verified by inspection of receipts 
on file. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen and the sealer 
of weights and measures, of the police, fire, health, school, 
library, and recreation departments, as well as of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail, the 
reported payments to the treasurer being verified by com- 
parison with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The surety bonds of the various town officials required 
to file them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, tax title, departmental and water accounts, as 
well as tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust, investment and retirement funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from the various town officials, for which, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


The State audit of the several town departments was 
held in July and all departments have been found to be in 
perfect condition. 


We have had considerable requests for road layouts and 
have laid out during the past year, Maravista Ave. extension; 
Brockton St.; Morin Ave. 500 feet; Iroquois St.; Shorewood 
Drive; Field St., North Falmouth; Oak St., Maravista; Cedar 
St.; Pinecrest Beach Drive; Harbor Ave.; Little Rock Ave.; 
Crystal Spring and Crescent Ave.; Hamlin Ave. and Bourne 
Ave. extension; Hinckley Road; Field St., Falmouth; Middle 
St., Falmouth. Of these the town has accepted Brockton St., 
Morin Ave., Iroquois St., Shorewood Drive, Cedar St., Hinckley 
Road, Field St., Falmouth and Middle St., Falmouth. It has 
rejected Oak St., Field St., North Falmouth; Pinecrest Beach 
Drive, Harbor Ave., Pennsylvania Court, Little Rock Ave. and 
have postponed action on Maravista Avenue extension, Crys- 
tal Spring Ave. and Hamlin and Bourne Ave. extension. No 
land damages on any of these roads. 


Suits of James Connolly, William J. McCann and Arthur 
Monterio are still pending against the town. The Wilson and 
Cain tax appeal cases were settled with slight reductions 
granted by the court. A more detailed report of these cases 
will be shown in the Town Counsel’s Report.

All street lights voted by the town were installed with 
the exception of the Maravista Line which the Light Com- 
pany tells us is held up for lack of wire. We recommend 
changing all summer lights to year-round lights as most of 
these lights are now in sections where people are now living 
the year-round. 


The land damages necessitated by the beach taking from 
Morrison and Peters have been settled in accordance with the 
vote of the town. 


The Board of Selectmen recommend the taking of the 
old High School for town offices and also recommend a com- 
mittee to study the rubbish and garbage collections. It is our 
opinion that satisfactory collections will not be had until 
such time as the town takes over the collections.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Planning Board for the 
year 1951: 


Committee Meetings: 

Regular meetings were scheduled at the Falmouth Police 
Station on the first Tuesday of each month. In addition 12 
special meetings were held in order to transact the business 
that came before the Board. 


Activities: 

12 hearings for proposed subdivisions were held during 
the year and 10 plans were approved by the Board. It was 
voted by the Board that the public notice of a hearing for a 
proposed subdivision should be paid by the petitioner and 
this procedure has been followed during the year saving the 
Town considerable expense. 


The Survey Report prepared by Arthur A. and Sidney N. 
Shurcliff, Town Planners, was published during the year. 
Although a limited number of copies were printed, the Survey 
was distributed to all the Town officials, Civic Groups, Clubs 
and other groups interested in the development of Falmouth. 
The Report has received many compliments and the Board 
has found it to be an excellent guide in its activities. 


The Board met with several civic groups during the year 
in order to discuss current problems. As a result of one of 
these meetings a study of the traffic and parking problems 
in Woods Hole was made. It was believed by the Board that 
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if the so called “island traffic” could be kept out of the village 
much of the present congestion could be eliminated. At their 
suggestion, Mr. Robert Crane agreed to operate a parking lot 
on the open land on Juniper Point adjacent to the railroad 
tracks in place of a hotel as planned and it is felt that this 
will improve conditions considerably. As a further step the 
Board believes that the Town should acquire the Dyer Park- 
ing Lot and Dock and the Hilton Parking Lot to provide off- 
street parking and park lands for the residents and summer 
visitors of Woods Hole. 


The Board inserted articles in the warrant of the Feb. 
13, 1951 Town Meeting to eliminate neon signs in residential 
areas, to form a committee to prepare a Building Code and 
to request funds for the study of a Parallel Main Street, all 
of which are important in the development of Falmouth. As 
a result of its study of the parallel street the Board believes 
that the Town should take immediate steps to make this pos- 
sible and has recommended that the Town acquire the land 
as soon as possible to prevent further building within the 
proposed area. 


Considerable study was made on the advisability of cre- 
ating a Light Industrial area north and south of Mill Road 
in Hatchville.. It is recommended that the Town do establish 
such an area and an article to accomplish this has been in- 
serted in the Town warrant.

It is recommended that some thought be given to the 
improvement of the Town to insure its attractiveness as a 
summer resort. The Board believes that each year the Town 
should undertake at least one major project that will main- 
tain the quality of our Town and which will entice people to 
build their summer homes here rather than in other sections 
of the Cape.

We have issued over 3000 tickets for meter violations and 
2030 have paid. Ninety percent of those not paying were out 
of the state or out of town cars. 


This being the first year that the town has used meters, 
naturally was somewhat experimental, shows the need of 
some sort of legislation to control this large number of vio- 
lations. 
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I have talked with both native and summer visitors and 
the general conclusion of the majority seems to be that they 
are very appreciative that they have the opportunity to park 
and shop where they wish. 

I have kept a close count of cars using the parking lot 
in the rear of Community Center and found it to be well 
populated even in November and December. 

The one hundred and seventy-two meters installed are 
all in good working condition. 

I wish through your department to thank all who have 
co-operated with this department during the past year.

Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I am pleased to submit the following summary of work 
done on highways during 1951: 


The usual amount of patching and maintenance work 
has been completed to keep the roads in good condition. This 
work is continued every year. Gravel roads have been scraped 
and graded and gravel has been added wherever needed sev- 
eral times during the year. 


Brush was cut and mowed in different sections of the 
town during the spring and fall. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1951 consisted 
of re-surfacing with mix-in-place the Old State Highway in 
North Falmouth for a distance of 8682 feet. This work was 
completed with town labor and equipment under the super- 
vision of the Highway Surveyor. The state appropriated one- 
third of the cost of the work, the county one-third and the 
town one-third of the cost. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract has been 
signed and work will commence on the Old Silver Beach 
Road, starting at the Old Silver Beach Bridge and running 
south toward West Falmouth. This work will be under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor and will be completed 
in the spring of 1952. 


Over a period of the past few years, a method of sealing 
against the weather has been provided. This method is called 
“armor-coating” and is done by applying a coating of heavy 
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asphalt to the surface of the road and then rolling fine stone, 
embedding it into the road with a 10-ton roller. The asphalt 
provides a seal against the weather, and the stone provides 
protection against the wear of traffic. 


Trap rock is used in this process and the reason for using 
it is that trap rock is the only stone which will support the 
roller without crushing the stone. If an inferior stone is used 
and crushes under pressure of the roller, the purpose of the 
method is defeated, because pulverized stone does not provide 
an adequate surface for the road. 


Roads have been seal-coated this year for a total dis- 
tance of 35,082 feet, including Boxberry Hill Road, for a dis- 
tance of one mile; Menauhant Road, two miles; Old Meeting 
House Road, one mile; Jericho Path, one mile; and Old State 
Highway, North Falmouth, 8682 feet. 


The traffic islands at the Falmouth Heights Corner were 
completed according to a plan approved by the state depart- 
ment of public works. The three traffic separation islands 
which divide each of the roads at the intersection have 
solved the traffic problem that existed in that location for 
many years, in a satisfactory manner. I would like to extend 
my thanks to the members who served on the committee with 
‘me, for their help and cooperation: William MacDougall, 
Selectman William E. English, Charles A. White and George 
Bigelow. 


The following roads were hardened, widened and 
.Straightened in 1951: Airport Road, for a distance of 1600 
‘feet; Holland Street and Johnson Road, 1480 feet; Cahoon 
Court, 400 feet; Lewis, Hatch, Bourne and Richards Roads, 
3000 feet; Spring Bar Road, 1000 feet; Allan Avenue, 500 feet; 
Sycamore Street, 700 feet; and Oak Street, 300 feet. 


Sidewalk construction this year included Gifford Street, 
for a distance of 500 feet; Nye Road, 300 feet; Queen Street, 
400 feet; Mill Road, 1200 feet; Elm Road, 2000 feet; Chester 
Street, 600 feet; and Oyster Pond Road, 2000 feet. 


Street signs have been erected wherever specified by the 
Board of Selectmen and the Chief of Police, the work being 
done by the Highway Department. 
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Wooden and cement guard post railings have been 
painted and repaired and are in good condition. New railings 
have been constructed wherever necessary. 


Drains have been cleaned and repaired wherever neces- 
sary. The drains on Walker Street have been cleaned, thus 
eliminating the drainage problem that existed there. 


The Highway Shed and Repair Shop provide ample facil- 
ities for storing and repairing equipment properly. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my appreciation to 
the heads of departments, committees, and to my entire per- 
sonnel for the splendid cooperation I have received during 
the year.

Spraying for the elm leaf beetle was taken care of in 
Falmouth. : 

I have purchasend one new sprayer. Now both sprayers 
are in good condition. Spraying for the gypsy moth and 
browntails was done and I am glad to report during the trap- 
ping no moths were collected. 

Up to date the dutch elm disease has not got a foot hold 
in Falmouth. This year I am asking for $3300.00 for the 
spraying and trimming of elm trees for the prevention of 
Dutch elm disease. The main thing is sanitation and good 
health of elms and getting as much dead wood as possible. 
This coming year I expect by law to spray for woodtick 
control. 

With the Dutch elm disease at our back door, as close as 
Duxbury, owners of elms should contact the Moth Superin- 
tendent or some responsible firm to have their elms trimmed 
and sprayed with DDT Oil Emulsion to help control the elm 
bark beetle carrier which spreads this terrible disease. 

The roof of the Town shed has been repaired and is in 
good condition.

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Report of the Tree Warden

Gentlemen: 


The Tent Caterpillar webs and Fall Web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed. The elm trees were sprayed 
several times with DDT Oil Emulsion for the prevention of 
Dutch Elm disease. The elm trees, starting at the Heights 
corner and extending to Hewins Street have been carefully 
trimmed. The maple trees were also trimmed at the same 
time. One hundred and seventy-five maples have been 
planted and fertilized by the tree department and one hun- 
dred twenty-five more planted by the Tree Planting Com- 
mittee making a total of three hundred. 

In 1951 seventeen browntail nests were collected during 
the winter months. They were cut and burned. 

The State Department of Conservation urges us more 
than ever not to pile the elm wood in the open unless it has 
been peeled. Spray all elms to control leaf eating insects such 
as browntail moths, gypsy moth, hag moth, tent caterpillar, 
fall web and elm leaf beetle to keep elms in healthy growing 
condition. 

Please notify your Tree Warden immediately when you 
notice any of the symptoms. Beware of any irresponsible 
person calling themselves ‘‘experts’” who condemn your trees. 
Remember only a laboratory test can determine whether your 
elms are diseased.

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


19,870 loads of all kinds of refuse was brought into the 
Gifford Street dump in 1951. Due to complaints of the pig- 
gery in the summer, garbage was taken to the dump and cov- 
ered or burned, which necessitated extra help. 

Nine permits were issued during the year for transporta- 
tion of rubbish through the streets and seven garbage licenses 
were issued beside that of the Town Contractor’s. 

Roadside dumps have again been started throughout 
the town in violation of the state and town regulations. The 
cost to the taxpayers to clean up these places in 1951 was 
$450.50. We urge any person who sees these violations com- 
mitted to report at once to the Health Department or the 
Police Department. The penalty for depositing garbage or 
rubbish on any public road or street or within twenty feet 
thereof, also on private property is a fine and loss of driving 
license and registration of car. 

The North Falmouth dump is off Route 151 and takes 
care of rubbish in that part of the town. 

Garbage is prohibited in any dump except the Gifford 
Street dump.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Tree Planting Committee started its new 
year with the loss of two of its very valued members, Mrs. L. 
H. Howe of North Falmouth, who resigned because of illness, 
and Mr. Wilfrid Wheeler of Hatchville, who felt that he 
could not continue because of the pressure of other duties. 
The Town of Falmouth owes to both Mrs. Howe and Mr. 
Wheeler a vote of gratitude and thanks for the genuine and 
sincere interest and work they have put in to make our town 
a more beautiful one. 

This year’s committee, after careful consideration, have 
planted one hundred and twenty-five trees throughout the 
town, in addition to mulching, pruning and fertilizing the 
previously planted trees where necessary. 

The work which had been started on Davisville Road 
has been completed with the planting of 25 maple trees. In 
connection with the Davisville Road work, we have planted 
trees along the street adjoining the East Falmouth school 
property. 

At Beebe Acres, off Walker Street, 34 maple trees have 
been planted, to complete that street until such a time as 
there are more developed lots to be planted. 

On Clearview Avenue, off Walker Street, 6 maples have 
been planted. 

On Field Street, off Walker Street, 10 maples have been 
planted. 

On Allan Avenue, and Queen Street, 4 maples have been 
planted on each street. 
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On Robinson Road, we have planted 14 trees; on Hatch 
Road, off Robinson Road, we have placed 2 trees; on Lewis 
Road and Richards Road we have planted 20 and 6 trees 
respectively. 

Your committee has decided unanimously that no trees 
should be planted on undeveloped land, because of the fact 
that in the construction of new homes and the grading 
around these homes, so many trees are ruined by construc- 
tion trucks and bulldozers, and we do not feel that the town 
should afford to place a tree where its chances of survival 
are so lessened. Therefore, we feel that Beebe Acres Road, 
Clearview Avenue, Field Street, Allan Avenue, Robinson Road, 
Hatch Road, Lewis Road, and Richards Road have been com- 
pleted for the time being, or until such time as the un- 
developed lots are ready for planting. 

This committee is very indebted to Mr. Antone B. Couto, 
Jr., the tree warden, for his very fine cooperation in our work 
this past year. Without Mr. Couto’s assistance, the commit- 
tee would have been greatly handicapped. 

Your committee feels that during 1952 work should start 
with street planting near the Teaticket School, that the 
“islands” at the Falmouth Heights-Teaticket intersection 
could be planted with some low growing material, and that 
parts of Lakeview Avenue need some shade trees. 

This committee would welcome any suggestions that 
might be made as to future plantings, and we feel that any 
future committee would do likewise. 

We wish that each and every person in Falmouth would 
be conscious of the efforts of the tree planting committee to 
beautify our town and take it upon themselves to help save 
and protect our roadside plantings from ruthless cutting and 
destruction.

Due to heavy winds and several storms this past year it 
has been necessary several times to have the crane clear the 
outlets of Fresh, Salt, Trunk and Little Pond Rivers. Force 
pumps have been used to open the culverts when they became 
clogged with sand and seaweed. 

The mouth of Trunk River was rebuilt in the spring to 
allow the herring to enter and leave the pond. Rivers are re- 
quired by law to be kept open to allow herring to enter the 
ponds to spawn during the season, also to allow an outlet to 
the sea to prevent water from backing up into the cellars in 
certain areas. 

A public notice was again given in February that between 
March ist and June 15th herring cannot be taken on Sunday, 
Tuesday and Thursday of each week, in accordance with State 
Law, General Laws Chapter 130, Section 96 and 97 and 
amended by Chapter 598, Section 1, Acts of 1941.

It is with pleasure that I can report that the break and 
$30,000 jewel robbery at the Lusk home in Falmouth was 
solved in 1951. The bulk of the jewels have been returned 
to the owners and the subject committing the crime is now 
awaiting trial in Barnstable Superior Court. 

There was a slight increase in the total number of ac- 
cidents in 1951 over the previous year, but a noticeable drop 
in the number of accidents involving personal injury. The 
police cars were forced to travel 120,000 miles during the year 
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and this increased mileage can be found in the 2,280 com- 
plaints received in 1951 compared to the 1,884 that were 
received in 1950. Almost all police activities during the past 
year show an increase over the previous year and in some 
cases the increase will amount to a twenty-five per cent gain. 

It is with regret that I have to report that a fine officer, 
John Ferreira, was called back into active Naval service in 
October and that in December, Patrolman Elmer White re- 
ceived a leave of absence and has left Falmouth for Cali- 
fornia. Temporary appointments have been made for men 
to fill their places and also to fill the one vacancy that exists 
‘in the Department. Having passed all Civil Service exam- 
inations successfully, John Ferreira, Leonard Martin and 
Merle Davis have been appointed as regular members of the 
department. 

Under the Civil Service Defense program a fifty man aux- 
iliary police force has been partly equipped and a selected 
group fully equipped and trained at the Barnstable County 
Auxiliary Police School. It is the purpose of the trained per- 
sonnel to act as leaders and instructors for the remainder of 
the force during the coming months. In the capacity of 
Regional Coordinator of Police for Barnstable County, I have 
observed all the Towns on the Cape and Islands and am 
happy to report that Falmouth is far in advance of them all 
in Civil Defense preparations. 

A safety program has been set up by Officer James W. 
Boyatt who has made 15 appearances before organizations 
in Falmouth in 1951 to lecture on traffic safety. His talks are 
supplemented by colored projection slides showing some of 
the accidents of the past years, their causes and possible cor- 
rection. Officer Boyatt also acted as an instructor at the 
Civil Defense Police School and now has many requests to 
appear before other organizations with his program during 
the coming months.

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Report of Advertising Town Committee 


FALMOUTH BOARD OF TRADE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Information Booth at the Community Center Build- 
ing was opened April 1, and the Secretary, Mrs. Gertrude 
Magnuson, was on duty from 9:00 until 5:00 Mondays through 
Saturdays, until September 8, when the Booth was closed for 
the season. This earlier closing was necessitated because of 
lack of funds. 


During the season, all mail was answered from the office 
at the Community Center Building; inquiries received prior 
to the opening of the office, and after its closing, were an- 
swered by the secretary from her home. The Board of Trade 
brochure was enclosed with each reply, together with mimeo- 
graphed listings of hotels, guest homes, cottages, real estate 
agents, etc., depending upon the information requested. De- 
tailed information was required in many cases, covering boat, 
train and plane schedules, listings of eating places, specified 
amusement and vacation facilities, and services. A total of 
1,479 pieces of mail reached the office, covering 2,142 specific 
inquiries. 

An attempt to count the number of people served at the 
Information desk was made, but this was very difficult be- 
cause of the necessity of supplying information, answering 
the phone, etc. A partial tabulation indicated that from 400 
to 500 persons were supplied with information during each 
week. 
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A card index file was made of all hotels, guest homes, cot- 
tages, apartments and steady rentals listed at the Informa- 
tion Desk, together with the specific accommodations. It was 
therefore possible to place guests in accommodations of their 
choice, as available accommodations were ascertained from 
day to day by phoning, and visitors were sent directly to 
places which would meet their requirements. 

In addition to the information and printed material giv- 
en out at the desk, over 9,000 directories which were printed 
by the Board of Trade, at no cost to the town, were placed 
at the Bourne and Sagamore bridges, at Woods Hole, and dis- 
tributed to business places, hotels, and guest homes through 
Board of Trade members. A supply was maintained at the 
Information Desk, and these proved invaluable to summer 
visitors. 

Of the appropriation of $3,500 made to this committee, 
$1,000 was expended for the Information Booth on stationery, 
office supplies, mimeographing, postage, phone, the advertis- 
ing of Falmouth as a summer resort, and the salary of the 
secretary. 

The remaining $2,500 was entirely expended in the pay- 
ment of bills incurred for the Festival of Strawberries held 
in Falmouth June 14, 15, 16 and 17. 

All indications are that 1951 was an exceptionally good 
season. With an increase in listed accommodations, reports 
have been received that the season was highly profitable.

The Christmas Lighting Display of 1950 was repeated for 
the 1951 season with the addition of three sets which, after 
much thought and deliberation, were banked in against the 
base of our display. We believe that this worked out to make 
a very attractive scene. 

Barring accidents, these pieces can be used for two or 
three years. 

We would like to use a different set facing Palmer Avenue 
next year as the piece used there this year was not what we 
wished to use, but funds did not permit more. 

Again this year we received fine cooperation from the 
Park, Fire and Police Departments. Their assistance was ap- 
preciated by us and materially kept the cost down. 

We would like to thank Roland Scannell, Arthur East- 
man Jr. and your electrician, Charles Lawrence. They gave 
the project much thought and made many suggestions which 
helped to arrive at the result obtained.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The following is the report of the Falmouth Beach Com- 
mittee for the year 1951. 

The beaches were opened to the public on June 24 and 
closed Labor Day. 

Resignation of Clarence Cobb and Jack Worthington, two 
members of the Beach committee after Labor Day, resulted 
in the appointment of Manuel F. Rapoza and Theodore 
Benttinen. 

Although the majority of the Beach Committee was ap- 
pointed after the Beaches were closed and the season ended, 
considerable planning and work has been done in a relatively 
short time. 

A summary of what has been done by the present com- 
mittee follows: 

Over 16 loads of poison ivy taken from Surf Drive and 
Menauhant beaches, which practically eliminates all.Ivy on 
those beaches. 

Periodic cleaning of the Beaches after Labor Day. 

Major improvements in the interior of the Surf Drive 
Bathhouse and the addition of 127 locker boxes. 

Removal of the unsightly pine logs which lay adjacent 
to the dunes on the parking lot near the Surf Drive Bath- 
house. 

A contract has been let to the lowest bidder for the paint- 
ing and staining of the Surf Drive Bathhouse. 

Parking lot adjacent to the bathhouse has been expanded 
to accommodate 50 more Cars. 

Inserted an article in the town warrant for the purpose 
of acquiring the F. V. Lawrence property at Menauhant for 
future use in relocating the road and for parking. 
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Inserted an article in the town warrant for renewing and 
expanding the storm damaged lot at Old Silver Beach. 

Inserted an article in the town warrant requesting per- 
mission to charge a parking fee at any or all beaches. 

Constructed one set of permanent concrete steps at the 
Falmouth Heights Beach. 

Met with the Selectmen to request the placement of No’ 
Parking signs on portions of Shore Street, Walker Street, and 
the north side of Surf Drive. 

Your present committee plans a program which shall 
include: 

Well operated, clean, supervised beaches. 

Acquisition of future beach property and beach parking 

lots. 

Further expansion of the Chappaquoit Beach parking 

area. 

Possible development of ponds for bathing and recre- 

ational purposes. 

Construction of a Bathhouse at Old Silver Beach. 

Swimming and Lifesaving instruction for children and 

adults. 

Swimming contests and events in which trophies will be 

awarded. 

Opening Trunk River Beach for a picnic area. 

Opening the beaches two weeks earlier than has been the 

custom in the past and closing two weeks after Labor Day. 


Nathan S. Ellis, Jr., deserves credit for preparing the new 
parking lot at the foot of Mill Road at a time when he was 
pressed with other urgent town work. Although this lot was 
completed in the middle of the summer it has proven of con- 
siderable benefit and value and will be a greater asset in the 
future.

The usual fall immunization clinic was discontinued this 
year and smaller clinics were held each month at the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association. This method proved to be more 
efficient. The inoculations and vaccinations were given by 
Dr. Joseph H. Denton and Dr. Warren W. Marston. 


During the year 156 cesspool permits have been given 
and personal inspections made in places where there is no 
town water. These are further checked on by the Plumbing 
Inspector. 
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All of the barns have been inspected and the census 
taken of all live stock. This was completed the first week in 
December. 


Recreational camps and overnight cabins have been 
licensed according to law and the sanitation approved by the 
State Department of Public Health. 


All restaurants, stores and school cafeterias have been 
inspected several times during the year and smears taken 
for bacteriological count from glasses and utensils, by the 
county sanitary engineers and the local health officer. 


Serums and vaccines are available at all times at the 
Board of Health office for the use of the physicians of the 
town. These are kept under refrigeration. 


On November Ist, the resignation of Joseph H. Denton, 
M.D., who has moved to Troy, N. Y., was accepted by the 
Board of Health and Warren W. Marston, M.D., who recently 
retired from active practice in Newton, Mass., was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. 


The department wishes to express its appreciation of 
their assistance and support to the Falmouth Nursing Associ- 
ation, the School Department, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff 
at the Barnstable County Sanatorium, Dr. Harold W. Stevens, 
District Health Officer for the State Department of Public 
Health, all county officers and any other agencies who have 
co-operated with us this year.

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Report of the Wharves Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Committee to Study Needs of Wharves in Falmouth 
herewith submits its report for 1951. 


The present Town docks at Falmouth Inner Harbor are 
in poor condition and the Committee feels that the Town 
should not spend any more money for repairs to these docks 
as they should be replaced with pile and timber bulkheads. 
By doing this and extending the bulkhead on the east side of 
the harbor to the inshore end of the east jetty, a start would 
be made on the program of development of Falmouth Inner 
Harbor as outlined in a United States War Department study 
made a few years ago. Articles to accomplish this have been 
presented for inclusion in the Town Meeting Warrant. Fifty 
percent of the expense of this project will be borne by the 
State and fifty percent by the Town. 


Little Harbor, Woods Hole, will require further study after 
the United States Coast Guard has completed its plans for 
expansion. At the present time, it is not Known by the Com- 
mittee whether or not the Coast Guard will take the Little 
Harbor Town Landing. 


The Fisherman’s dock in Great Harbor is being used to 
good advantage and the Harbor Master is keeping the top 
surface in repair. 


The Committee feels that at some future date more 
wharfage at Great Harbor should be provided. At present 
facilities for visiting yachtsmen are not adequate and Great 
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Harbor’s popularity would be increased if more facilities were 
provided. Dyer’s Dock could be developed to accommodate 
yachts in the summer and provide additional space for fish- 
ing vessels in the winter. 


The Wharf at Eel Pond is in fair repair and is adequate 
for present needs. 


Quissett Harbor is served by the recently constructed 
bulkhead and the Committee sees no need for any repairs or 
additional facilities at this time. 


The West Falmouth Town dock will accommodate boats 
only at high water. Before dredging can be done here, the 
stone wharf will have to be rebuilt. The Committee feels 
that until such time as West Falmouth Harbor is improved, 
the present dock is adequate. 


The Megansett Town Wharf is now useless as there is 
practically no water around it except at extremely high tide. 
A special article in the forthcoming Town Meeting for dredg- 
ing at Megansett will make the wharf usable again when the 
work is completed. 


The bulkhead at Silver Beach Harbor will require replace- 
ment of some piling and additional dredging, making more 
of the bulkhead available for use by boats. The Committee 
feels that it is not necessary to do this work this year, but 
consideration should be given this project at some future 
date. 


The Committee feels that some provision for access to 
the shore of the new harbor at Green Pond be made by the 
Town before all the property around the shore is developed. 
Further study of this matter and a recommendation to a 
future Town Meeting is advised. 


At present Menauhant has no Town landing and the 
Committee recommends further study toward the Town ac- 
quiring access to the water here also. 


At Waquoit there are Town Landings and no need for 
further facilities is seen at present. 
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There is a definite need for a Town Landing at the head 
of Falmouth Inner Harbor. The proposed Town Landing and 
Marine Park as shown in the Shurcliff Master Plan would fill 
this need and provide a landing close to the shopping district. 


Mr. MacKinnon and others of the Waterways Division 
of the Department of Public works have given this Com- 
mittee valuable assistance in its work.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the Ambulance 
Committee. 


Dr. Joseph H. Denton resigned from the Ambulance Com- 
mittee in November of this year. Dr. Donald S. Bullock was 
appointed for the balance of the year to membership on the 
Committee in place of Dr. Denton. 


Our records show that the use of the Ambulance is on 
the increase and that there were 238 trips made during this 
year with a total mileage of 13,880. The Ambulance used 
1,362 gallons of gasoline and 55 quarts of oil. There were 208 
Residents and 30 Non-Residents transported during the year, 
of this number 13 patients were transported for Public Wel- 
fare, 26 for the Police Department, 23 Old Age Recipients and 
1 Veteran’s Relief. A total of $673.00 should be charged to the 
Town because no fees were collected in the above cases. 


Bills outstanding Jan. 1, 1952 $695.00 
Bills abated 255.00 
Amounts paid in 1951 1,514.17 
Services charged to Welfare 117.00 
Services charged to Old Age 211.00 
Services charged to Police Dept. (accidents) 320.00 
Services charged to Veteran’s Relief 25.00 


Total earnings of the Ambulance for 1951 3,137.17 
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We have been notified by two Hospitals that after 5 p.m. 
and before 8 a.m. in the morning it will be necessary that the 
Driver and a helper accompany the Ambulance in order to 
move the patients in and out of the Ambulance. Due to short- 
age of labor at the Hospitals, there is no one available. This 
means that Driver’s helpers will be required for all night trips 
in the future. 


The Ambulance is badly in need of an overhaul and re- 
placement of parts. It has traveled 51,923 miles as of January 
1st., 1952, and the overhaul and checking and parts replace- 
ments is mandatory. 


In looking ahead the Ambulance Committee is thinking 
of preparing for the future and providing for a new Ambu- 
lance. We are informed that it will take from 20 to 24 months 
to obtain a new Ambulance providing we can obtain the 
proper priorities. In view of this situation and judging from 
our experience, the Ambulance Committee is of the opinion 
that a request for funds for this purpose be made this year. 


The citizens of the Town have become accustomed to 
having an Ambulance service and since there is no hospital 
in the Town with this service it is most important that the 
Ambulance be properly maintained and run. 


There were three occasions this year when the Town of 
Falmouth had to call for help for additional Ambulances 
from outside. Twice from Bourne and once from Camp 
Edwards. 


In passing we wish to report that Ambulance Driver 
Woodrow W. Williams was obliged on two occasions to assist 
the stork in delivering new citizens because the stork could 
not wait until the Ambulance reached the hospital. At last 
report both “Woody” and the children are doing O.K.

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Report of Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee submits herewith its re- 
port for the year 1951. 


Petitions were submitted to the Department of Public 
Works at the beginning of the year for the improvement and 
protection of the foreshores, by the construction of jetties, 
at Bourne’s Pond, Greens Pond, Maravista, Falmouth Heights, 
Megansett Harbor and Woods Hole. 


The work at Greens Pond was selected as the seventh 
unit of the Committee’s program to be undertaken and con- 
tracts were awarded this Fall for the construction of two 
large jetties at the entrance and the dredging of a 60 foot 
channel up to the bridge. The dredging of this channel will 
improve the shell fishing by providing better circulation of 
water in the Pond; it will help the mosquito control by lower- 
ing the water level over the marshes; It will open the Pond 
to small boating and the dredged material will be used to re- 
build the foreshores between Acapesket and Davisville, where 
erosion takes place more rapidly than in any other part of 
the Town. 
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of the entrance to Falmouth Harbor up to the Town Docks. 
The material is to be pumped onto the beach just East of the 
breakwater to improve the shoreline and protect the highway 
along Grand Avenue. This work is being done at the present 
time. 


The work to be petitioned for in the coming year will be 
the rebuilding of the West breakwater at the entrance to 
Falmouth Harbor and the construction of a new jetty 
together with dredging at Megansett Harbor. Funds will be 
requested for both these projects at the Annual town meeting.

Shore Erosion Committee 
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Report of the Town Engineer

Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer’s Department submits herewith its 
report for the year 1951. 


The department was established at the 1951 annual town 
meeting to take over the Town Survey work and to do the 
civil engineering work required by the various boards, com- 
mittees and departments, starting as of June 1, 1951. Only 
temporary help was used during the year as qualified drafts- 
men were available. 


The work already started under the Town Survey on the 
Woods Hole Sewer Assessment Survey was completed together 
with the layout of the Heights Corner traffic islands. Tax 
lien descriptions were prepared for the Assessors. All deeds 
transfering property up to Jan. 1, 1950 were plotted with the 
index files brought up to the same date. A complete list of 
street names was compiled for the Planning Board to prevent 
the duplication of street names. The Zoning Map was 
brought up to date and revised to conform to the new by- 
laws. Copies of this map were made on a smaller scale for 
the changes made this year in zoning. 


A study plan was made of the proposed Parallel South 
Main Street for the Planning Board, and after several 
changes, a final plan was made with the necessary data for 
appraisal and taking purposes. Before any Chapter 90 funds 
could be spent.on the Shore Road between Old Silver Beach 
and West Falmouth, it was necessary to make a new layout 
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for widening and straightening this section. This layout was 
made in accordance with instructions and data furnished by 
the Dept. of Public Works. Street lines were established as 
requested and plot plans were made for the Building Inspector 
to check house locations in regards to the side lines and set- 
backs. 


The office was completely refurnished. Two new 172” 
Hamilton drafting tables with Dazor lamps, new steel type- 
writer desk and chair, new steel vertical plan file, new vertical 
letter file, oak bookcase, office chairs, overhead ceiling fixture, 
new Monroe calculating machine and a set of highway curves. 
The office is now set up with the necessary facilities to do the 
work it is required to do.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year 1951 work on the new Junior-Senior High 
School was delayed because of lack of steel and other critical 
materials upon which federal restrictions had been placed. 
Due in great part to the efforts in our behalf of Senator 
Saltonstall and Congressman Nicholson in Washington, some 
restrictions were eased on critical materials for use in school 
construction. Early in December all structural steel to be used 
was delivered on the job, and the work is now progressing. 
satisfactorily. 


To give a general idea of the status of the job at present 
and approximate date of completion we quote from a letter 
to the architect from the general contractor: 


“In accordance with our telephone conversation of 
December 17, 1951, we shall attempt to outline in this 
letter our proposed construction program for the 
completion of the subject project. 

“As you are familiar with the critical nature of 
steel, other metal products, and job conditions, you 
know that we have recently received the long over- 
due balance of the structural,steel necessary to carry 
on the work in a more normal and orderly manner. 

“It would be almost impossible to completely cover 
and close in the entire building for winter operation. 
And, should this be done, it would be impractical 
since the supply of skilled mechanics is insufficient 
to man the entire job as a single operation. 

“However, we will cover, close in, and work on the 
building a section at a time; and, in the event of 
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severe weather conditions, we have arranged to work 
on the interior partitions to avoid lost time on the 
masonry work. 


“Based on the assumption that the winter will not 
be unusually severe, it is our anticipation that the 
roof will be entirely closed in and shingles applied 
in approximately three months. As soon as any por- 
tion of the building is ready for finish and painting, 
arrangements will have been made to heat this por- 
tion of the building so that work can get started on 
these operations. 


“We have checked with the subcontractors on the 
job who advise us that they do not, at this time, 
anticipate any delays due to delivery of materials. 
They assured this office that they will be able to fol- 
low along with the job progress requirements to the 
anticipated project completion on or about June 30, 
1952. 


“As we have previously stated, the delivery of the 
structural steel has been the major cause of the delay 
in the job progress. Many other contractors, in a sim- 
ilar position, would have probably closed down the 
job until all this material had been delivered. How- 
ever, aS you know, we attempted to keep the job going 
at a great expense to us, since we felt that any pro- 
gress was a step toward the final completion. Now 
that this final delivery:of the key material, the bal- 
ance of the structural steel, has been made, you have 
our every assurance that the work remaining will be 
pushed to completion of the entire building on or 
about June 30, 1952, barring any unforseen or un- 
avoidable serious delays.” 


At a meeting of this Committee held 26 January 1951, it 
was 


“Voted that the School Building Needs Committee 
make application for Federal Aid in the construction 
of a Junior-Senior High School building under Pub- 
lic Law 815 and authorize the secretary to act as 
agent of the Committee in this matter.” 


139 


Public Law 815 has to do with financial aid to commun- 
ities in a school building program where such communities 
have had a marked increase in school population due to Fed- 
eral installations. There are six such installations affecting 
the Falmouth schools: Camp Edwards, Otis Air Base, Coast 
Guard Base, Oceanographic Institution, U. S. Department of 
Public Health, and Bureau of Fisheries. The amount of Fed- 
eral aid is determined by the number of children whose par- 
ents work on a Federal installation, and the degree of need 
for additional school housing facilities. 


A communication from the Federal Security Agency in- 
forms us that “pursuant to the provisions of Public Law 815, 
and upon the basis of the estimates, facts, and representa- 
tions submitted by you, it is estimated that you are entitled 
to the net maximum of $119,028.00. Funds available are in- 
* sufficient to allocate payment for any part of this entitle- 
ment.” 


In explanation of the above, the Regional Representative 
of the Federal Security Agency writes that this means “that 
your priority is not sufficiently high to be covered by the 
funds thus far made available by Congress. We are hopeful 
that additional sizeable appropriations will be made in the 
near future but are, of course, in no position to promise that 
it will be done. Therefore, while we cannot assure you that 
funds will be forthcoming, we can definitely state that it is 
possible if not probable, that you will receive allocations in 
the not too distant future.” 

The Committee has held sixteen meetings. during the 
year. A financial statement is appended to this report.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port for the year 1951. 


The Commissioners wish to thank all other Town De- 
partments who have in any way contributed much needed 
services to the Park Department. This assistance has enabled 
the Park Department to carry out it’s duties most efficiently. 


The Commissioners feel that the type of report given 
last year should be continued in order that All of the Fal- 
mouth Citizens may have an overall picture of the Parks, 
Playgrounds and Ball Parks under the jurisdiction of the 
Park Department. The Commissioners definitely feel that 
reuests for money for the Parks, Playgrounds and Ball Parks 
will be most glady voted, because the Taxpayers are fully 
conversant with the use to which that money will be put. 


PARKS 


Goodwill Park: The Department is continuing the un- 
derbrush and weed tree clearings. Three new tables were 
built and placed in Goodwill Park. There are now twelve (12) 
tables capable of seating 140 people at a sitting. This is 
most advantageous for these Organizations holding Picnics 
or Clambakes in Goodwill Park. The Park Department feels 
that in accordance with the Reforestration Policy being put 
in effect in the State that the Red Pine and Spruce now 
growing could be thinned out and used as timber after ap- 
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proximately eight years. The Department hopes to construct 
a new entrance on Gifford Street which would prove more 
satisfactory than the one now used. Additional swings and 
see saws will be available in 1952. 


Ellis M. Lewis Park: The tennis courts were completely 
rebuilt and the finest type aluminum paint was used on all 
netting. The adjoining field was graded, seeded and made 
ready for play by June 15, 1951. Swings, tables and benches 
were constructed and put in place throughout the area. It has 
been planned that the graded area will be resurfaced so that 
Field Hockey and Basketball can be played here. Also that the 
installation of lights will make possible night skating, square 
dancing and night basketball. These lights will make the 
present Parking Lot available for use at all times. 


Village Green Park: The fertilization program was car- 
ried out as planned. Special watering was carried out during 
the dry season by watering at night. The Department feels 
that the Green should have water service in order to main- 
tain it properly. 


Sailors Memorial Park: The usual system of general 
maintenance was carried out during the year. 


Katie Hatch’s Park: General maintenance and overall 
care was continued throughout the year. 


Crescent Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. 


Chapel Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. 


Hewitt Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Worcester Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. Whatever tree trimming 
was necesary was taken care of. 


Shiverick Park: Tree trimming was done here in order 
that the tree life would be protected from disease. General 
maintenance and overall care was continued throughout the 
year. 
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Crown Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Allen Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Deacon’s Avenue Park: General maintenance and over- 
all care was continued throughout the year. 


Upper Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Woods Hole Playground and Ball Park: The Department 
has started a program here which includes the complete re- 
grading of the Baseball outfield. The loam used was secured 
by the Department from the McVitty Property that was made 
into a Parking Lot. Also the swampy section of the Base- 
ball Outfield is being filled by materials coming from the 
Steamboat Dock. The tennis courts were available to the 
Public from June Ist to Labor Day. 


Central Ball Park (Heights): This Park because of Two 
Baseball Teams representing Falmouth in the Upper Cape 
Cod League required constant attention in order that it at all 
times was available for play. 


Nye Playground and Ball Park: In addition to the Gen- 
eral Maintenance and upkeep a new Playground Program was 
put into effect on June Ist 1951. Miss Lois Day was placed 
in charge of the playground activities. The Activities were 
Tennis Instruction, Badminton, Softball that was played 
weekly, as well as Facilities made available for younger chil- 
dren. A Class of 60 young people was enrolled for the 
activities. During the latter part of August movies were 
shown weekly under the auspices of the North Falmouth Civic 
Association. These pictures were viewed by approximately 400 
people whenever shown. 


East Falmouth Ball Park: The strip of land adjacent to 
Davisville Road was seeded and graded as planned. General 
maintenance and overall care was continued throughout the 
year. 
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Fonseca Memorial Ball Park: The Department feels that 
the Park in order to adequately serve for Baseball should 
acquire a hundred (100) more feet in the outfield. General 
Maintenance and overall care was continued throughout the 
year. 


Rules and Regulations Concerning Parks: The Park 
Commissioners voted as follows and a letter was sent to Chief 
of Police Baker which contained the below Regulations. 

That No Baseball be played on any Parks not designated 
as Baseball Parks. 


That No Golf be allowed on Any Parks. 


That. No Baseball Games be started on Sundays before 
1:00 P. M. 


Continued Programs: 

The Fertilization Program inaugurated in 1950 has been 
carried out in connection with every Park, Playground and 
Baseball Park. 


The Department has continued its care of the grounds 
around and adjacent to the Town Infirmary. 


A Citizen of Los Angeles, California visiting Goodwill 
Park last summer made the following statement to one of 
the Commissioners. “The evident desire to not only keep the 
native loveliness, but to enhance it by wise forestration and 
care is certainly noticeable when one stops here. Every Com- 
munity in America should follow out this most wise policy.”

Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1951:— 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the Second Monday of each month. In order that the oper- 
ation of the Building should always be maintained at its 
greatest efficiency, meetings were held in the Recreation 
Building to take care of all unforseen circumstances as they 
arose. 


Personnel: 


The Committee in reporting to the Town is most happy 
to say that the persons regularly employed by the Committee 
for the purpose of directing the Falmouth Recreation Build- 
ing and its program are still with us. The Committee feels 
deeply grateful to Mr. Augustus T. Canty and Mrs. John Rad- 
cliffe for their outstanding work in carrying out the Program 
that served more people than have ever been previously 
served in Falmouth. This increase in the number of persons 
served is directly due to their untiring efforts. 


Rules and Regulations: 


The Recreation Building Committee have found it neces- 
sary in the interest of the Building and its Equipment to 
adopt Strict Rules and Regulations. The Committee, wishing 
at all times to be fair, have felt that with Economic Condi- 
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tions as they are today that every means available should be 
used to protect the Building and its Equipment. The Com- 
mittee is most careful in the screening of every request for 
the use of the Building. 


Finances: 


The appropriations were sufficient to take care of most 
of the items in last years budget. The item concerning re- 
pairs became in excess of what had been anticipated because 
of an unexpected break in the main water line in the Build- 
ing. The Finance Committee allowed a transfer from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Fund which took care of the situation 
admirably. 


The Town realized a revenue of $1,152.80 from the use of 
the Building and its Facilities. The Committee again wishes 
to make known to the People of Falmouth that every Benefit 
held in the Building is done so RENTAL FREE. Organizations 
using the Building pay a rental fee that covers heat, light 


and janitor’s services

Painting which needs to be done next 
year includes the interior of the Village School and the halls 
and stairwells at the Woods Hole School. The cupola on the 
Hall School which was leaking and reported dangerous, has 
been repaired and put in first class condition. 


New school buses were put into use early in the fall on 
eight of the ten bus routes. The remaining two buses are 
comparatively new. 


The Committee voted to send a letter of appreciation to 
Seth Collins for his thirty-two years of bus service without 
an accident. 


The Committee voted that a letter of congratulation be 
sent to Miss Margaret Mullen upon completion of thirty-five 
years of service in the Falmouth public schools. 


The Committee is pleased to report that about thirty-five 
teachers have been taking courses this fall, and that ten 
teachers took courses during the summer. 


At a meeting held 6 February 1951 it was “Voted that the 
Committee make application for Federal Aid in school tuition 
under Public Law 874 and authorize the Superintendent of 
Schools to act as agent for the Committee in the matter.” 
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Public Law 874 provides for partial payment of tuition 
for those pupils whose parents are employed on a Federal 
installation. The Falmouth schools enroll about three hun- 
dred such pupils. For the school year 1950-51 the Federal 
Government paid to the Town of Falmouth for the tuition 
of federally connected pupils the sum of $17,535.14. As Public 
Law 874 is on a tuition basis, such payments will be made an- 
nually as long as the law is in effect. The number of federally 
connected children is greater now than it was last year, so it 
is fair to assume that the Federal re-imbusement will be 
greater for the school year 1951-52. These funds, and also 
those received under Public Law 815 (see School Building 
Report) go into Excess and Deficiency and cannot be used 
without a vote of the Town. 


At the Special Town Meeting in June it was voted to have 
a survey of the public schools. The Committee which was 
appointed decided that the survey should be made by the 
Center of Research and Field Studies of the Harvard Grad- 
uate School of Education. On 3 December members of the 
Survey Staff met with the teachers as a group for the pur- 
pose of outlining their plans and answering questions. From 
this point members of the Survey Staff took up the study of 
different aspects of the schools. It is hoped that the final 
report to the Town will be made soon after the schools close 
in June 1952. 


A detailed financial report and other statistical data are 
included in the following pages.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


Age of Admission to School. Any child who is six years 
of age or who will reach the sixth year on or before the first 
day of April following the opening of school in September 
may be admitted to school, but in every case the admission 
of a child under six shall be dependent upon the fitness of 
the child to profit by the work of the school, such fitness to 
be determined by the superintendent. Pupils under the age 
of seven who have not previously attended school shall not 
be permitted to enter later than thirty days after the open- 
ing of school in September. 


Birth Certificate. A birth certificate is required for 
entrance to school. 


Vaccination. All children must be vaccinated before 
entering school. 


Excuses for Absences and Tardiness. Teachers shall re- 
quire a written excuse from parent or guardian for each 
absence or tardiness. 


School Attendance. (Extracts from General Laws.) 
Chapter 76, Section 1—‘“Every child between seven and six- 
teen, except a child between fourteen and sixteen who meets 
the requirements for the completion of the sixth grade...and 
who holds a permit for employment ... and is regularly 
employed thereunder for at least six hours per day, or a child 
between fourteen and sixteen who meets said requirements 

. . and has written permission of the superintendent of 
schools of said town to engage in non-wage-earning employ- 
ment at home... shall attend a public day school during 
the entire time the public schools are in session ... .” 

Chapter 76, Section 2—‘‘Every person in control of a child 
described in the preceding section shall cause him to attend 
school as therein required, and, if he fails so to do... he 
shall... be punished by a fine... .”

Report of the Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit herewith our report on the ac- 
tivities of the Water Department for the year 1951. 


We have completed another year of great activity in the 
line of extensions of mains and installation of new house con- 
nections. There were 212 new services which although less 
than in 1950 was much larger than we had anticipated. It 
was felt that the Korean War would cause a sharp reduction 
in the construction of houses but applications for new con- 
nections kept coming in even up to the end of the year. 


The operating revenue was materially. larger than for 
1950 reaching a total of $132,176.57. 


In pumping and distributions there was a normal in- 
crease Keeping par with the increase in new houses. Total 
water pumped was 369,961,000 gallons; an increase of 21,909,- 
000 gallons over 1950. 


Major Extensions: 

These included mains on Lakeview Avenue from Palmer 
Avenue to Gifford Street, and branching off to supply the new 
High School, a replacement of small pipes by a 6” main to 
Metoxet, extensions in English Street and Maravista Avenue 
extended, a new extension in Salt Pond Road off Mili Road, a 
replacement of small pipe by a 6” main on Thomas Hinckley 
Road, Woods Hole, and a stretch of some 500 feet on Aca- 
pesket Road, East Falmouth to complete the replacement of 
small pipe by a 6-inch main with hydrants. 


The replacement on Hinckley Road, Woods Hole proved 
to be one of the most difficult jobs we have had. The street 
is only 18 feet wide and contains a high-voltage electric cable 
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laid many years ago. Exact location of this was not on rec- 
ord, but by using wireless locators the approximate location 
was found. As the road had been almost destroyed in the 
1938 hurricane, it was found that the cable had dropped down 
with the road to about 5 feet below the present surface. The 
material under the road was of fine sand and gravel and caved 
badly. It was impossible to maintain service through the old 
2” water pipe so temporary supplies to the buildings along 
the line had to be provided. This was done at one end by a 
copper surface pipe to supply the Coast Guard Base and head- 
quarters. Service to one house was given through about 300 
feet of surface pipe and hose, kept running to prevent freez- 
ing. 

The English Street, Maravista Avenue, Salt Pond, and 
Metoxit lines were laid under the 9% guaranty by-law and 
others were installed for the improvement of the system. 
Most of the major extensions were laid under contract by 
Turner & Breivogel who were awarded the contract on Sep- 
tember 18, 1951. 


Minor Extensions: 


There were a great many so-called minor extensions of 
pipe 2” or less in diameter. As our own crews were kept un- 
usually busy with new services, renewals, and installing meter 
pits, we let out to contract much of the minor extension work. 
The same contractor who did the larger extensions was en- 
gaged for a good deal of this work. The jobs ran under 
$500.00 and by having the same contractor over a period of 
years we have the benefit of an experienced, well-equipped 
crew who have been trained to conform to our methods and 
requirements. We feel that the Town is fortunate in this re- 
spect. 


Demand for minor extensions continues heavy as there 
are many streets where small lines are adequate and: where 
hydrants are within reach. 


Service Connections: 


There were 212 new connections made during the year. 
Continuing our established procedure, we make a charge 
only for the materials used; the labor and incidentals being 
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charged to operating expense. Comment has been made that 
the taker whose house is on the opposite side of the street is 
penalized by having greater length, but as most of the cost 
is for fittings, the difference in cost would be only a matter 
of about $7.00 out of a total of $25.00. All services are laid 
with copper tubing and from the main to just beyond the 
property line or meter pit when there is one. 


Pipe Cleaning: 


This was carried out to a limited extent. In Waquoit we 
cleaned the lines from Stevens Corner easterly to the end of 
Waquoit and westerly to and through Seapit. In Quissett 
cleaning was done from Quissett Avenue westerly along Quis- 
sett: Harbor Road to the end near the hotel. 


Pumping Facilities: 


Our steam pump and gasoline engine driven pumps at the 
main station have continued to give satisfactory service. The 
electric motor driven pump at Waquoit was operated for short 
periods from July 3 to Sept. 5. Work on the plans and speci- 
fication for changing from steam to electric operation at our 
main station was delayed early in the year because of defense 
work being done by the consulting engineers. The work is 
now well along so that within a short time it will be possible 
to advertise for bids. Due to government restrictions on ma- 
terials and equipment it seems unlikely that work on instal- 
lation of the electric motors and pumps can be started before 
next fall. We will therefore continue operation of the Worth- 
ington steam pump for next year. Certain essential repairs 
on this pump will be required and orders have been given for 
such work as is necessary to be done this winter. 


Long Pond level continues low, but there is still an ample 
margin of available water over the intake. In connection 
with the proposed new pumps, a new intake and suction line 
is planned. This will extend farther into Long Pond and be 
slightly deeper than the existing intake. 


Waquoit Station is in good condition and as a result of 
the overhauling of the wells in 1950, a supply of almost 400 
gallons a minute is available. 
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Quality of Water: 


The usual tests and examination of the water have been 
made by the State Board of Health and by Metcalf and Eddy 
in their water analysis laboratory. As before no pollution has 
been found, and the water has at all times been declared safe 
for drinking purposes. 


We have experienced some trouble with rusty water, par- 
ticularly in the fall and early winter. Decreasing the lime 
treatment for one period resulted in a rather wide-spread 
occurrence of red-water. The dosage had been cut down be- 
cause it was felt that the hardness had increased. The fall 
was very mild and the first very cold weather did not come 
till late in the year. When this occurs there is a turnover in 
Long Pond which may have been responsible for the discol- 
oration. In any event, after returning to the customary dos- 
age of lime, the water generally cleared up. 


Water Treatment: 


This has been continued as before, by the addition of 
small quantities of milk of lime to overcome the acidity, and 
by the addition of very small amounts of chlorine to sterilize 
any stray harmful bacteria in the remote event that some 
should get into Long Pond. The State Board of Health rec- 
ommends this, and our system is so set up that the dosage 
can be rapidly stepped up if there is any suspicion of pollu- 
tion of the supply. On recommendation of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health and many medical and health associa- 
tions we have decided to treat the water with fluoride, which 
is a generally accepted method of preventing tooth decay. 
Apparatus for such treatment will be provided when the new 
pumps are installed. 


Maintenance Work: 


This includes semi-annual inspection and checking of 
fire-hydrants to make sure they are ready for instant use, 
and properly protected against freezing in winter, as well as 
the usual repairs to gate-valves, etc. 


Due to the large number of dead ends in the system we 
are obliged to maintain many blow-offs or “bleeders” to pre- 
vent stagnant water collecting and to clear out rusty water. 
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Some blow-offs are used to prevent freezing of pipe lines 
which cross bridges and have no circulation in winter. Other 
maintenance work includes installation of hydrant connec- 
tions for builders when it is not possible to make service 
connections promptly. There is no charge made for this. 


Equipment: 

Rolling stock is in fair condition. One truck is 6 years 
old and two are 5 years old; one new truck was purchased 
early in the year. The Superintendent’s car is also 5 years 
old. It is planned to trade in the oldest truck this year and 
also buy a new one if possible. Our work has increased so 
much that we are frequently handicapped from lack of a 
truck. This is especially true when meters are being read 
for about two weeks a month, two trucks being required for 
this work. 

The most pressing equipment needed is a compressor. 
The majority of service installations require breaking of pave- 
ment. Our small gasoline equipment is pretty well worn out 
and is not dependable. Frequent failures cause much lost 
time, and the gas driven hammers are unsuited to continu- 
ous operation for a length of time. Many of our state roads 
have two layers of surfacing to penetrate especially where 
grades have been changed. We recommend the purchase of 
a portable air compressor equipped with necessary tools for 
cutting and tamping. Provision for this is included in our 
1952 budget. 


Standpipes: 

No major work was done on any of the standpipes this 
year. Some painting will be required in 1952, this to include 
the inside top courses of Woods Hole tank and repainting 
Wagquoit tank. Quissett Standpipe will also require touching 
up and repainting. Considering that this tank is over 53 
years old we feel that it is in remarkably good condition. 
Long Pond Watershed: 

By vote of the Town agreement was made to acquire the 
much-discussed Lawrence land on Long Pond. A strip of land 
500 feet in width is to be conveyed to the Town and will come 
under the supervision of the Water Department when nego- 
tiations are complete. 
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Financial: 


Receipts from water revenue reimbursement for service 
pipe, material, and miscellaneous show a marked increase 
over 1950. Part of this increase is accounted for by revenue 
starting to come in from the large increase in new services 
made in 1950. For the first time in several years services to 
public buildings and parks were billed, and revenue from this 
source amounts to $2,500.00. As we have commented previous- 
ly one of the chief benefits of this is to conserve water by 
eliminating waste and make those in charge conscious of the 
cost. A considerable amount was collected by an extensive 
drive to collect over due accounts. Water and miscellaneous 
revenue was $132,176.57 compared with $106,551.58 in 1950. 
Outstanding accounts receivable was reduced from $23,512.31 
on January ist to $14,794.89 December 31st. Also helping to 
increase revenue was the amount received for guarantee seyv- 
eral of which became payable for the first time in 1951. Re- 
ceipts for water charges alone went up from $96,855.57 to 
$118,481.47. 


Costs of basic materials used in our work have increased 
greatly. This is true all along the line but the cost of meters 
and fittings and copper tubing showed the greatest increase. 
Copper is increasingly scarce and whereas we formerly bought 
at quantity prices even when ordering small lots, we now pay 
list prices for what we can get, and have to hunt diligently 
to get enough for our demand. 


Requirements for bonds and interest increased, due to 
certain serial notes maturing. All cost for retirement and 
interest were paid from water revenue. 


Comparison of budget estimates and actual expenditures 
show some wide variations. We must always meet the demand 
for service connections and meter pits, so regardless of the 
budget estimates, even if the number of these increase and 
the price of materials increases, they still have to be put in. 
Likewise, many other operating expenses are mandatory, but 
with a flexible budget we can take care of these and allow 
the less essential items to wait. 
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Organization: 


At the annual Town Meeting in February, Mr. Joseph R. 
Hall was re-elected for a three-year term. The Board was 
organized with Mr. Ormond C. Ellery as Chairman; Mr. 
George R. Thayer as Secretary. The operating staff continued 
essentially the same as before with George A. Griffin as 
Superintendent and Engineer. Late in the year Mr. John W. 
Hughes was appointed as Assistant Superintendent in antici- 
pation of his taking over Mr. Griffin’s duties upon his retire- 
ment in 1952. Our regular maintenance crew has remained 
the same but we have made use of more temporary help than 
in previous years. We believe the organization is at a high 
state of efficiency, and we wish to express to the personnel 
our appreciation for the part each one has played in the de- 
partment’s work. 


Proposed Work: 


Certain essential improvements of the system are recom- 
mended for 1952. 


The two most urgent are looping in the Robinson Road 
6” line with Queen Street and Nye Road, and replacing a 
stretch of 4” pipe on Nobska Road with larger pipe, both of 
these to give adequate fire service to valuable residential 
property. When funds are available we recommend exten- 
sion of the main on the Shore Road from Old Silver Beach 
to Crystal Spring Ave., North Falmouth; from AcapesKet to 
Davisville; from Davisville to Menauhant and on Gifford 
from the Lawrence Plant to Jones Road. 


Many small lines (mostly dead-end) have been laid in 
the side streets of Maravista. We recommend that in this 
and similar areas, large pipe with hydrants should be car- 
ried in to within 500 feet of the last house to insure fire pro- 
tection. Due to the growth of the Town it has been found 
that many houses are not within 500 feet of hydrants. 
Branches in main lines have been left for hydrants in many 
of the mains laid since 1925, notably Maravista Ave., Elm 
Road, and Shore Road to North Falmouth. There are some 
branches in East Falmouth and West Falmouth on Route 28. 
Approximate cost of hydrant installation is now $250.00. 
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There are several hydrants in wooded sections which have 
proved very useful for forest fire fighting, notably in the 
large Beebe Woods fire of two years ago, and although there 
is a scarcity of hydrants, gate valves are equally scarce and 
the cost of removing hydrants for use in new locations is 
around $50.00. In general we recommend starting fresh for 
any new hydrant installations. 


In connection with proposed extensions of water mains 
we feel that the cost should be borne by the parties deriving 
the most benefit, particularly in land developments. We have 
given this matter considerable study and find that our ideas 
follow the general trend in municipal water systems. Where 
extensions are asked for in accepted roads for the purpose 
of furnishing Town water to existing houses consideration 
should be given to the Town financing the extension. If a 
9% return is guaranteed, the Water Department might as- 
sume the cost; if not we recommend that the cost be raised 
by the Town on the basis of improved health conditions or 
improvement of taxable property. 


The Water Department now has outstanding obligations 
of $87,600. which means an annual cost of some $13,000. to 
the department. We do not recommend further increasing 
the bonded indebtedness except for major plant additions 
or improvements. We are now undertaking a radical im- 
provement in our pumping facilities and indications point to 
the need of other large expenditures within a short time. 
These consist of a possible standpipe for North Falmouth, a 
larger main to East Falmouth as well as certain loop lines as 
discussed previously in this report. Much of the system is 53 
years old; the Town is growing fast and we should be very 
conservative in judging the merits of proposed extensions 
and we ask the voters to not yield to pressure which may be 
exerted out of sympathy for certain groups, as we think it 
possible that our revenue may decrease in 1952. 
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George A. Griffin: 


It is with sincere regret that we announce the retirement 
of Mr. George A. Griffin as Superintendent of the Water De- 
partment effective January 31, 1952. For over 26 years he has 
been a loyal, faithful and outstanding member of our staff, 
available twenty-four hours a day, seven days a week, ready, 
willing and able to take care of any emergency. His loyalty 
and devotion to the Water Department is, without any doubt, 
of the highest. 


Mr. Griffin came to the Department in 1925 serving first 
as engineer and Registrar, and in 1944 was appointed Super- 
intendent. 


The present board of Water Commissioners wish to ex- 
press their thanks and gratitude for the work he has done 
so well. By his retirement we are losing one of the most 
conscientious men it has been our pleasure to work with.

To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1951. 


Long Pond is still at a low level and is now about the 
same as a year ago. The highest level reached during the 
year was 20% inches in May. 

Engine Room: 

The Worthington steam pump has been in operation 
every day the past year, and during the summer months was 
run up to speed twenty-four hours a day. The longest con- 
tinuous run was from July 9th to August 8th. This pump 
handled the load practically all the time and the gas engines 
were used very little. 

When the repairs which are planned, are completed, this 
pump should be in fairly good shape and continue to pump 
water for some time. 

The Sterling gas engines have been overhauled during 
the year. New connecting rod bearings, rings, one cylinder 
block, and batteries on one unit were replaced. 

Boiler Room: 


The boilers and appliances are in fairly good condition. 
Repairs to the brickwork in both furnaces have been made 
during the year. 


The walls and ceiling of this room have been repainted. 


Living Quarters: 
The papering of two rooms in this part of the plant were 
all the repairs made during the year. 


All the trim on the outside of the house and station 
have been painted.

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Report of Falmouth Housing Authority 


On April 3, 1951 the Falmouth Housing Authority or- 
ganized as follows: 


Chariman John P. Sylvia, Jr. 
Vice Chairman Frank E. Worcester 
Treasurer Delmar R. Jenkins 
Assistant Treasurer Alvan L. Nickerson 
Secretary Niles A. Peterson, Jr. 
Executive Director Roland H. Choate 


The fifty (50) houses of the Falmouth Housing Authority 
had been in active use and occupation by veteran tenants 
from July 1, 1950. 


Serial bonds of the Falmouth Housing Authority for 
$1,000.00 each with coupons attached maturing during a 
period of forty (40) years from January 1, 1951 comprised the 
permanent financing of this project. These bonds are pay- 
able $10,000.00 for the first five years, the last bond being 
of the odd sum of $19,000.00 and payable in 1991. 


A high wire fence was contracted for and erected. This 
was a Safety measure. This precaution was considered neces- 
sary in view of the large number of young children resident 
there. 


In June, 1951 it was noticed that the filter bed for which 
F. C. Dolan & Sons had the contract was not operating prop- 
erly. An investigation was made and after test holes were 
dug, it was discovered that the filter bed had not been con- 
structed according to the requirements of the plans and 
specifications. The Contractor and the Bonding Company, 
the American Employers’ Insurance Company, were both 
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promptly notified. Also a notice was sent to A. J. Schumacher, 
Architect. To confirm the report as to the defective condi- 
tion of the sewerage filter bed, the firm of Metcalf & Eddy 
were retained to make an examination. A report was given 
to the Falmouth Housing Authority by E. Sherman Chase of 
Metcalf & Eddy which confirmed the previous investigation 
that said sewerage filter bed had not been constructed in 
accordance with the plans and specifications. 


After various conferences at the State Housing Board 
and in particular one conference there at which the Con- 
tractor, F. C. Dolan, Mr. Holland of the American Employers’ 
Insurance Company, A. J. Schumacher, Architect, John F. X. 
Gaguin, Director of the State Housing Board, and the Chair- 
man of the Falmouth Housing Authority were all present, it 
was decided that the Falmouth Housing Authority proceed to 
have the defective work on the sewerage filter bed remedied 
by having the filter bed rebuilt and this time properly built. 
Specifications were drawn up but in view of the fact that the 
original sewerage plans had not been complied with, those 
plans were used for the purpose of having the work done 
properly. After advertising for bids, it turned out there was 
only one bidder, Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc., and the con- 
tract was awarded to this concern, for the necessary rebuild- 
ing construction work at the Falmouth Housing Authority 
as it then appeared. 


After the contractor had completed a substantial part 
of his work, it was discovered that there was a substantially 
larger amount of defective construction work of the sewerage 
filter bed than at first there appeared to be. It became neces- 
sary to have a substantial extra granted the contractor. This 
made the total cost approximately $13,000.00 for rebuilding 
the sewerage filter bed to comply with the original plans and 
specifications. 


The reconstruction of this sewerage filter bed has been 
completed and it now appears to be in excellent condition. 
Efforts are to be made to compel the former contractor and 
his bonding company to make good the expense caused by 
the failure to carry out the filter bed contract according to 
the plans and specifications thereof. 
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In July, 1951, the 3-year term of office of Frank E. Wor- 
cester having expired, the State Housing Board appointed 
Thomas F. Ferreira to fill the vacancy. John P. Sylvia, Jr., 
who has served as Chairman since the organization of the 
Falmouth Housing Authority, resigned as a member of the 
Falmouth Housing Authority at the end of the year of 1951. 


At the January, 1952 meeting, Alvan L. Nickerson was 
elected as Chairman of the Falmouth Housing Authority. 


Roland H. Choate has been re-appointed Executive Dir- 
ector in which position he has done an excellent job. 


Residents of the Town should make it a point to visit 
this development. The main purpose for this State-Aided 
Veterans Housing Project has been accomplished to the ex- 
tent of having fifty houses for veterans and fifty families oc- 
cupying the same.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


The following report is submitted of Claims and Suits 
against the Town disposed of during the calendar vear 1951 
and of new Claims and Suits which have been brought dur- 
ing 1951 with a summary of Claims and Suits now pending. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1951 


Tax Title Cases 


1. Alfred E. Direng et al vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-85541) 


Petitioners had claimed this tax appeal for the reason 
that their cottage at Seacoast Shores was assessed for $3,500. 
whereas they claimed that: its fair cash value was $2,500.00. 
This case was withdrawn before it was reached for trial. 


2. William P. Wilson et al vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-85587) 


Petitioners property at Seacoast Shores was at first as- 
sessed in 1950 at $2,800.00. This assessed valuation was then 
reduced to $2,300.00. Petitioners claimed that its fair cash 
value as an unfinished summer cottage was $2,000.00. The 
case was heard on September 27, 1951 in the Court Room at 
Falmouth by Commissioner Burns. On October 15 he rendered 
his decision that the fair cash value of this property in 1950 
was $2,000.00 so that as a result of this proceeding the Peti- 
tioner gained $11.40. 
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3. Edwin F. Hannon et ux vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-85666) 


Petitioners as owners of a one-family house, garage and 
lot on Nye Road at Megansett were, in 1950, assessed at 
$11,800.00. They claimed $7,000.00 was the fair cash value. 
After various conferences, this case was settled by agreement 
whereby the Board of Assessors with the approval of counsel 
reduced the 1950 assessed valuation to $9,800.00 resulting in 
a reduction of the Petitioners’ tax bill of $76.00. 


4. Charles C. Cain vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-85891) 


Petitioner is the owner of a lot located on Juniper Drive, 
Lot #54, together with a summer cottage thereon. In 1950 it 
was at first assessed at $7,100.00. On a reconsideration, this 
assessment was reduced by the Assessors to $5,100.00. The 
owners claimed that its fair cash value was $3,100.00. This 
case was also heard before Commissioner Burns in the Court 
Room at Falmouth on September 27, 1951 and after the hear- 
ing a view was taken by the Commissioner. It was admitted 
that the lot cost $1,000.00 in the spring of 1949 and the build- 
ing cost between $4,000.00 and $4,500.00. The decision of the 
Commissioner nevertheless was that its fair cash value was 
$4,000.00. This reduced the tax bill on this property for 1950 
by $41.80. 


B. Cases Pending Against the Town of Falmouth or Town 
Boards. 


1. James F. Connelly vs. the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth (Barnstable Superior Court No. 4621) 


This action has been pending awaiting jury trial in the 
Barnstable Superior Court since May 1947. It is a case in 
which the Plaintiff has alleged that he was damaged as much 
as $12,000.00 because of the improper and negligent manner 
in the rebuilding of the Great Pond Bridge and the highway 
adjoining the same. This work was done by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts in conjunction with the Town of 
Falmouth which contributed a part of the cost. The case 
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was prepared for trial on behalf of the Town both in April 
and October, 1951 but on neither occasion was it possible to 
get it before the jury for actual trial. The result is that the 
case is still on the Barnstable jury trial list and will come 
up again maybe for actual trial in April, 1952. 


2. William J. McCann et ux vs. Town of Falmouth (Barn- 
stable Superior Court No. 21523) 


On March 23, 1950 the Board of Selectmen acting under 
the vote of the Annual Town Meeting of that year took from 
the Plaintiffs in this case for bathing beach purposes a parcel 
of land at Falmouth Heights located between Grand Avenue 
and the waters of Vineyard Sound. The land taken has a 
frontage of 133.30 feet on Grand Avenue and about 111 feet 
at low water line on Vineyard Sound. It consists of about 
8,240 feet of land at the street level and about 3,000 feet of 
beach land on the water front. Included in the land taken 
is a portion of a concrete sea wall. In the original taking the 
Town awarded damages to the Petitioners in the sum of 
$2,666.00. This is claimed by the owners to be far below the 
market value of the land and the damages suffered by this 
taking. It is said that the owners claim that the portion of 
the sea wall included in the taking had been constructed by 
them at heavy expense. This case is pending on the Barn- 
stable Superior Court jury trial list. It has not yet actually 
been reached for trial. 


3. Town of Falmouth (Water Department) vs. Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts (Barnstable Superior Court 
No. 21599) 


This was an action brought to obtain reimbursement 
from the State because State construction work caused a 
break in the water mains owned by the Town which in turn 
caused damage and the collapse of a hot water boiler of an 
adjoining owner. The case was settled by payment of a suf- 
ficient amount of money to reimburse the adjoining owner 
and pay Court costs. 
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4. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. William E. English, 
Charles R. Stowers and J. Edward Nickerson, as Board 
of Selectmen and Licensing Authority, Harold C. 
Randall as Building Inspector, and Zack Roderick. 


This is a Bill of Complaint brought on October 9, 1950. 
It originally named as Defendants the entire Board of Select- 
men, the Building Inspector and Zack Roderick. The Bill of 
Complaint was rather long and had various allegations in it 
but it was based principally on a claim that the restaurant of 
Zack Roderick which was on property adjoining that of Ar- 
thur A. Monteiro et ux, Plaintiffs, was so conducted as to con- 
stitute a nuisance. 


As counsel for the Board of Selectmen and Building In- 
spector, we prepared and filed a Demurrer for each. One of 
the grounds of the Demurrers was that the Plaintiffs were not 
entitled to maintain their individual complaint against Zack 
Roderick for conducting a nuisance with various allegations 
against the Board of Selectmen and the Building Inspector 
who were public authorities and who were not in any way 
responsible for the method in which Zack Roderick conducted 
his business. Of course, there were many other reasons as- 
signed in the Demurrers. At a hearing held on January 17, 
1951, the matter of these Demurrers were argued before Judge 
Frank J. Murray of the Superior Court at Boston and Briefs 
were prepared and filed on January 19, 1951. The Demurrers 
filed both on behalf of the Board of Selectmen and on be- 
half of the Building Inspector were sustained. This, of 
course, meant that this action was terminated so far as the 
Board of Selectmen and the Building Inspector were con- 
cerned. It still remained as an individual action against 
Zack Roderick. 


5. No. 21725 Law (Mandamus) 
Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Harold C. Randall, Build- 
ing Inspector of Falmouth. 
No. 21904 Equity 
Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Appeals of 
Falmouth. 
No. 21909 Equity 
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Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Appeals of 
Falmouth. 

No. 21951 Equity 

Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Appeals of 
Falmouth. 

No. 21952 Certiorari 

Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. Board of Selectmen. 


These various cases were all brought by the same Plaint- 
iffs, Arthur A. Monteiro and Beatrice R. Monteiro, husband 
and wife, who have their home on the Easterly side of Sand- 
wich Road adjoining property which is owned by Zack Roder- 
ick who at different times has been the recipient of a sea- 
sonal license for the sale there of alcoholic beverages. All of 
these various cases were originally brought in the Barnstable 
County Superior Court. They make a total of six (6) different 
cases brought in the Barnstable Superior Court arising out of 
practically the same controversy. 


Said Case No. 21562 Equity which was originally brought 
against the Selectmen and the Building Inspector and 
was discontinued against said Selectmen and said Building 
Inspector after our Demurrer in their behalf had been sus- 
tained, nevertheless remained as a claim based on nuisance 
between the original parties, Arthur A. Monteiro and Beatrice 
R. Monteiro and the Defendant Zack Roderick. 


Case No. 21725 was a petition for a Writ of Mandamus 
brought by said Arthur A. Monteiro and Beatrice R. Monteiro 
against Harold C. Randall, as Building Inspector of the Town 
of Falmouth seeking to have the Court order Harold C. Ran- 
dall as Building Inspector of the Town to remove or have re- 
moved the building on the lot of land belonging to Zack 
Roderick and also seeking to have Randall enjoined from 
permitting the use of said building as a restaurant for the 
sale of alcoholic beverages or for any business purpose in 
alleged violation of the Town of Falmouth Zoning By-Law. 


In this Petition it was in substance claimed that the land 
on which the Zack Roderick building was located was in a 
single residence district in which a business such as the res- 
taurant with a license for the sale of alcoholic beverages was 
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prohibited; that a building permit had also been given al- 
lowing an extension of the Roderick building to within two 
(2) feet of the line of the Monteiro property, whereas the 
Zoning By-Law required a sideyard setback of ten (10) feet; 
and also claiming that when the original permit was granted 
on July 11, 1944 for the construction of this building by con- 
verting it from an army barracks into a club, that no plot 
plan was filed with the original petition and therefore the 
building was an illegal building. 


The nuisance case against Zack Roderick and this Peti- 
tion for Mandamus against the Building Inspector, i.e. Case 
No. 21562 Equity, were referred to William E. Collins, Esquire, 
of Boston to sit jointly as a Master in the Equity nuisance 
case and as an Auditor in the Law Mandamus case. Hearings 
were held before William E. Collins as Master and Auditor 
in the Court Room at Falmouth on March 5, 6 and 7 and 
again on March 14. Notice was given of his Draft Report on 
April 11; a hearing was had thereon at Boston on April 18 
and again there were hearings on June 4 in the Motion Ses- 
sion at Boston. Briefly the Master found that the property 
of Zack Roderick was in a Single Residence District; that 
there was no record of a plot plan filed in the office of the 
Building Inspector with the application on July 11, 1944 of 
John Rose for a permit to construct the army barracks struc- 
ture which had been brought to said premises into a third- 
class building for the purposes of a club; that the addition 
in the nature of a garage to the Roderick building in 1949 
was within two (2) feet from the Monteiro property line on 
the front corner and seven (7) feet therefrom on the rear 
corner; that in granting the permit for the addition the 
Building Inspector acted honestly and in good faith and in 
the belief that the property of Zack Roderick was in a Busi- 
ness District. He also found that a seasonal license as a 
common victualer with the right to sell all alcoholic beverages 
on the premises was granted to Zack Roderick on June 14, 
1950. 


There were, of course, various other findings but the fore- 
going are deemed the vital ones. 
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October 1, 1951 this Mandamus case was argued be- 
fore Judge O’Connell on the Petition, the Answer and the 
Report of William E. Collins. Afterwards, Judge O’Connell 
allowed various requests of the plaintiffs which in substance 
were that the maintenance of the Zack Roderick business 
on this property in a Single Residence District was a violation 
of the provisions of the Falmouth Zoning By-Law and he al- 
lowed a Motion for Judgement which, if it became final, would 
result in an order to the Building Inspector to have Roderick 
remove the Zack Roderick building from this site. 


Under the circumstances, exceptions were duly saved on 
behalf of the Building Inspector of the Town as the basis for 
a Bill of Exceptions so that this case may now be taken to 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts for a final decision. 


Case No. 21952, Certiorari, was brought by the same Plain- 
tiffs, Arthur A. Monteiro and his wife, Beatrice R. Monteiro 
against the Board of Selectmen of Falmouth as the Licensing 
Authorities of Falmouth. In this case, it was claimed that 
thirty (30) seasonal licenses had been issued in 1951. Seasonal 
licenses are those licenses which may be called “summer” 
licenses. They cover the period from April 1 to November 30 
of the year for which they are granted. Following an appli- 
cation by Zack Roderick to the Board of Appeals for a pern.it 
for the temporary use of his premises for a restaurant, the 
Selectmen had granted him this seasonal license. The method 
under the statute of determining the number of seasonal 
licenses for any one year is that the Board of Selectmen as 
the Licensing Authority of the Town shall on or before March 
1 meet as a Board and consider from any and all sources ob- 
tainable whatever facts and information they can obtain and 
use these facts and information as a basis for an estimate at 
that time, before March 1, of what the additional temporary 
seasonal population of Falmouth will be as of July 10 of the 
same year. The Petitioners in this case claimed that the 
Selectmen issued thirty (30) licenses based on an additional 
summer population of 30,000, whereas they claimed that the 
additional summer population was only in fact 15,000. 
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In other words the Monteiros alleged that in 1951 the 
Licensing Board issued an excess of fifteen (15) seasonal 
licenses over the proper quota. Their petition was filed in 
Court on August 20, 1951. Certiorari is a speedy legal process. 
It came on for hearing on August 27, 1951 at Boston. At that 
time acting for the Board of Selectmen we filed a Demurrer 
setting forth many grounds on which it was claimed that the 
petition for certiorari as set forth was not legally maintain- 
able. After argument by counsel at this hearing in Boston 
before Judge Donahue, the Demurrer was sustained. From 
the order sustaining this Demurrer the Plaintiffs appealed 
to the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts. Briefs were 
prepared and filed by counsel on both sides and the case 
was argued before Chief Justice Qua and Justices Lummus, 
Ronan, Wilkins and Williams of the Supreme Judicial Court 
on January 8, 1952. This case was then taken under advise- 
ment. 


Cases No. 21904 Equity, No. 21909 Equity and No. 21951 
Equity are also cases in the Barnstable Superior Court by the 
same Arthur A. Monteiro and Beatrice R. Monteiro against 
the Board of Appeals of Falmouth. These petitions are based 
on the claim that the Board of Appeals improperly granted 
variances or exceptions to Zack Roderick; in the first case 
for a license to use his premises as a club; in the other two 
cases for variances authorizing the use of his said premises 
for a restaurant. Answers have been filed in these three (3) 
cases and they are still pending in the Barnstable Superior 
Court. 


The foregoing report briefly refers to the many cases in 
which the Town or the Town Boards or Officers were involved 
during the year 1951. 


As above stated, six (6) of these cases, all of which were 
originally brought in the Barnstable Superior Court, have 
arisen out of the same controversy about the Zack Roderick 
property and the business or businesses maintained or per- 
mitted thereon. One of these cases has already been taken 
to and argued in the Supreme Judicial Court. Another of 
these cases is on its way to the Supreme Judicial Court. Three 
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of these cases are still pending in the Equity Session of the 
- Barnstable Superior Court. In only one case have the Town 
Officials to the present date been eliminated as parties De- 
fendant. 


TO SUMMARIZE: 


Before the Barnstable Superior Court are pending the 
jury case of James T. Connelly vs. the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Falmouth and the case of William J. McCann vs. the 
Town of Falmouth. In the Barnstable Superior Court are now 
pending three Equity cases, Monteiro et ux against the Town 
of Falmouth and its officers; there is one more Monteiro case 
on its way from the Barnstable Superior Court to the Supreme 
Court and finally there is pending before the Supreme Court 
one Monteiro case which has been finally argued but not 
decided. 


From present appearances, the year 1952 will have more 
Court trials and the disposition of more cases in the Superior 
Court and Supreme Judicial Court than in any one year of 
the history of the Town.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


A gross expenditure of $52,583.60 was made during 195i 
for General Relief. In addition, we have unpaid bills in the 
amount of $3,747.42 making a total of $56,331.02. The total 
of expenditures for 1951 is $4,339.74 less than for 1950. At 
the last annual town meeting, we requested a budget amount- 
ing to $60,000.00 which was reduced to $50,000.00 hence, the 
amount due for unpaid bills. 


We have aided, during the year under General Relief, as 
a monthly average 70 cases consisting of 160 persons at an 
average monthly cost of $29.34. 


From the amount of $56,331.02, there has been charged 
to the State and other Cities and Towns the sum of $13,358.26 
which deducted from the gross expenditure leaves a net cost 
to the town of $42,972.76. 


A gross expenditure of $61,168.11 was made for Aid to 
Dependent Children. Réimbursements from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and State amounting to $46,389.04 leaves a net cost 
of $14,779.07 to the town. From the Aid to Dependent Child- 
ren Appropriation, there was an unexpended balance of 
$9,369.45 which was closed out to the account of Excess and 
Deficiency. 
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A gross expenditure of $7,636.28 has been expended for 
the maintenance of the Falmouth Infirmary. The sum of 
$1,988.06 has been received from individuals, other Cities, 
Towns and State leaving a net cost of $5,648.22. 


We have received many contributions of useable clothing 
and shoes which have been distributed to many persons by 
this department. We gratefully acknowledge these generous 
contributions. 


Mr. Felicio M. Franco, Jr., who had served as Agent for 
this department since August 1947, resigned in June 1951, 
that he might accept a more responsible position with the 
state department. Mr. Franco possesses those rare qualities 
so necessary to be an outstanding administrator of a very 
difficult position. We regret his going but wish for him, 
success in his new position and further advancement which 
he will so well deserve by his own untiring efforts. 


The Nursing Association, the school nurse and the agent 
of the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children have rendered valuable assistance to this depart- 
ment which we greatly appreciate. 


Mr. Otis M. Porter is serving as Agent assisted by Mrs 
Sophie J. Torres and Mrs. Elizabeth M. Williams.

The net cost to the Town of Falmouth was relatively 
lower in 1951 than it has been for the past several years. 
This is attributed to the fact that the 1951 Federal and State 
reimbursements to the Town included fourteen monthly pay- 
ments instead of the usual twelve monthly payments. This 
was the result of a change in policy. Heretofore, we had 
been reimbursed from November first to November first. We 
received two extra grants covering the months of November 
and December of 1951, thus bringing reimbursements to a 
current basis. Beginning with the year 1952, we will then 
be reimbursed from January first to January first. The an- 
nual budget for the Bureau will be based on twelve monthly 
reimbursements, as previously prevailed. 


The number of cases aided this past year averaged 118 
per month. A total of 120 cases is currently being aided. 


There have been a number of changes in laws, policies, 
and procedures. We select the following as some of the most 
important legislative acts affecting this program in 1951: 
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1. Allowance of Federal reimbursement for indirect pay- 
ments for medical care. This method of payment directly 
to physicians, hospitals, etc., for medical services is optional. 


2. The granting of OAA to persons who are patients in 
certain public medical institutions approved by the State 
Department of Public Health. Heretofore, such persons were 
ineligible. 


3. Adjusted Standard Budget (ASB) increase, from 8.3% 
to 14.2% on basic standard budget items. 


4. Increase in hospital reimbursement rates from $10.00 
per day to $12.00 per day. 


The past year has been one full of legislative activity 
having an effect on this assistance program, and we antici- 
pate more important changes for the ensuing year.

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The Committee wishes to thank the Park Commissioners 
and the Park Superintendent for their splendid cooperation 
during the past year. Having Two Teams representing Fal- 
mouth in the Cape Cod Baseball League made the Heights 
Baseball Park continuously in use throughout the entire sea- 
son. Visiting Teams were always pleased to play in Falmouth 
because of the fine Baseball Park and the equally fine shape 
the Park was always in. Although not winning a champion- 
ship, the Falmouth Teams played fine ball enjoyed by many 
interested Fans.

Falmouth Baseball Committee 
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Report of the Special Sewerage Committee 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Woods Hole Sewerage System has been in operation 
during 1951. It has given satisfactory service. There are 
twenty-five buildings connected to the system and several 
more connections are anticipated. At the last annual town 
meeting held in February 1951, it was voted that the article 
dealing with the sewerage system for the village of Falmouth 
be referred to the annual meeting to be held in February 
1952. The sewerage commission was instructed to submit 
their recommendations. It is estimated that the basic sewer- 
age system for the village of Falmouth, served by gravity 
flow, as originally planned in 1930, will now cost between 
$450,000.00 and $500,000.00 compared with an estimated cost 
of $150,894.00 in the year 1930. Mr. Arthur A. Shurcliff and 
his associates in their survey and report suggest that many 
of the pressing sewage disposal problems in the village can 
be corrected by rather simple methods. This is in conflict 
with the opinions of our engineers. However, in view of the 
extraordinary increase in cost and the possibility that it may 
be difficult to obtain necessary materials for the installation, 
we do recommend that the methods suggested by Mr. Shur- 
cliff be fully explored and investigated before definite action 
is taken by the town.

Sewerage Commissioners 
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Report of the Building Code Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The committee which was appointed at the last annual 
Town Meeting to prepare a Building Code for the Town of 
Falmouth has worked intensively this past year to prepare 
a code suitable for the needs of Falmouth. The Committee 
obtained and studied copies of Building Codes of many other 
Massachusetts towns, and in particular, other Cape Cod 
towns. 


It called upon various individuals for technical advice 
and held two open meetings to which the building con- 
tractors, electricians, and plumbers in the Town of Falmouth 
were invited for a discussion of the proposed code. The sug- 
gestions made at these open meetings were carefully con- 
sidered by the committee and a great many of the suggestions 
have been incorporated in the Building Code finally formu- 
lated by the committee. 


The committee therefore submits the following Building 
Code: 


Falmouth Building Code 


I. GENERAL 


Section 1. Purpose 


To promote the health, safety, moral and general welfare of its in- 
habitants, to lessen the danger from fire, and to improve the Town, the 
construction and alterations of buildings in the Town of Falmouth are 
hereby restricted and regulated as provided under the provisions of 
Section 3, Chapter 143, of the General Laws. 
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Section 2. Relief from Personal Responsibility 


The officials, officers or employees charged with the enforcement of 
this code shall not be personally liable while acting for the municipality, 
and they are hereby relieved from all personal liability for any damage 
that may accrue to persons or property as a result of any act required 
or permitted in the discharge of their official duties. 


Section 3. Title 
These by-laws shall be known as the Falmouth Building Code. 


Section 4. Continuance of Former By-Laws—Repeal 


The provisions of these by-laws, so far as they are the same as those 
of existing by-laws, shall be construed as continuations thereof and not 
as new enactments. A reference in a by-law, which has not been re- 
pealed, to provisions of by-laws which are revised and re-enacted herein 
shall be construed as applying to such provisions as so incorporated here- 
in. All by-laws or parts of by-laws heretofore passed, inconsistent here- 
with, are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Validity 


The invalidity of any section or provision of these by-laws shall not 
invalidate any other section or provision thereof. 
Section 6. Amendments 
These by-laws may be amended from time to time by a two-thirds 
vote at any town meeting. 


II. CONSTRUCTION REGULATIONS 


Section 1. Notification of Intent to Build, Etc. 


Para. 1. A permit shall be required for all buildings to be erected, 
altered, reconstructed or moved to a new foundation within the limits 
of the Town of Falmouth, excepting small unattached accessary buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation and having a floor space of 
less than 100 square feet. 


Para. 2. This code shall not apply to: 

1. Buildings for which a Commonwealth of Massachusetts permit 
is required. 

2. Buildings or structures owned by the United States or the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

3. Bridges, quays, wharves. 

4. Farm buildings or structures not in either case used as dwellings 
and located more than 100 feet from any dwelling, if approved by 
the Building Commissioner. 

5. Ordinary repairs to buildings, providing such repairs do not in- 
clude the removal of walls which tend to weaken the building. 


Section 2. Applications 
Applications for building permits shall be accompanied by a plan of 
the lot showing the dimensions of the lot and the location and size of 
the building or buildings to be erected, together with location of cess- 
pool or septic tank and water supplies. A record of such applications 
and plans shall be kept on file in the office of the Building Commissioner. 


Section 3. General Provisions Applicable to All Buildings 
Para. 1. All wooden construction in buildings hereafter erected shall 
be built with sills, posts, studs and plates properly braced and framed 
so as to develop the maximum strength and.rigidity consistent with the 
purpose for which they are to be used.

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2. All materials used shall be of sufficient strength and size to 


safely carry the loads they may be subjected to without exceeding the 
allowable working strength.

All lumber and timber used in load bearing members shall be 
sound, free from rot and large or loose knots, and damaging 
diagonal or spiral grain; and shall be at least equal in quality 
to the following commercial grades: studs, posts, planks, beams, 
joists and rafters No. 2 Common; and girders and timbers No. 1 
Common. All lumber sizes herein specified are nominal sizes. 


a Excavation 


All excavations shall extend to solid ground. 
All excavations shall extend at least 18” below the finished grade. 


4. Footings 
All footings must be masonry. 


Minimum footings shall be as follows: 

(a) Under foundations of one story buildings, six inches thick, . 
and a three inch projection on either side of wall. 

(b) Under foundations of one and a half and not more than two 
story buildings, eight inches thick, and a four inch projection 
on either side of the wall. 

(c) Under a twelve inch wall, eight inches thick, and a six inch 
projection on either side of the wall. 

(d) Under all lally columns or posts, twenty inches by twenty 
inches and eight inches thick. 

(e) All chimneys must extend to solid ground and have footings 
which project at least six inches on all sides and are at least 
eight inches thick. 

(f) All footings shall be of such width and thickness as to safely 
resist the superimposed load without exceeding at any point 
the allowable bearing capacity of the soil. 


5. Foundations 


All foundations shall be of such width and thickness as to safely 
resist the superimposed load without exceeding the allowable 
working strength, and can be of concrete, brick or stone. Mini- 
mum requirements shall be as follows: 

(a) Six inch thickness for poured concrete supporting one story 
wood frame structure without basement. 

(b) Eight inch thickness for all other poured walls. 

(ec) Eight inch thickness for all masonry unit walls that extend 
up to eight feet below finished grade. Maximum total height 
of foundation wall supported to be not more than thirty feet 
to eaves and thirty-five feet to ridge. 

(d) Twelve inch thickness for all masonry unit walls that extend 
more than eight feet below outside finish grade. 


One story frame buildings may be built on cement piers provided 
that the distance between piers is within the limits of the max- 
imum spans for wood girders. 


6. Piers for Girders 

First floor girders must rest on solid masonry or cement filled 
steel columns. 

On block foundations, cells of blocks below girder must be filled 
with concrete to form solid bearings, or, 

Masonry pilasters not less than four inches by eight inches shall 
be built to receive girder ends, or cement filled steel columns 
may be used. 
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Para. 7. All areas under buildings must be accessable with a mini- 
mum clearance of 20 inches and be ventilated in two exterior walls. 


Para. 8. No wooden structural member shall be closer than one inch 
to the chimney, and whenever wooden forms or supports are used in the 
construction of chimneys or fireplaces, they shall be removed within two 
weeks after the masonry is laid. 


Para. 9. Sizing and spacing of girders shall be in accordance with 
Tables I, II, III, and IV appended. 


Para. 10. Wood Floor Joists 

1. Where joists frame into side of wood girders, metal hangers or a 
bearing strip spiked to the girder must be used. 

2. Floor joists framed into masonry walls shall have at least a four 
inch bearing and a three inch fire or bevel cut. 

3. Floor joists shall be doubled under all partitions running parallel 
to the floor joists. 

4. All headers over four feet long shall be doubled. 

5. Floor joists shall be cross bridged when span exceeds eight feet. 
At least one by three inch or stronger stock shall be used. 


Para. 11. Wood Rafters 
1. Truss construction may be used provided it is of a strength com- 
parable with Table IV and is approved by the Building Com- 
missioner. 
2. Collar ties not less than 2x4 or 1x6 inches shall be used for all 
sloping rafters. 


Para. 12. Exterior Wall Studs 
1. Studs shall not be less than two inches by four inches placed not 
more than sixteen inches on center 
2. Headers over all openings shall be doubled and shall be at least 
the following: 
(a) Up to 32 2x4’s 
(b) 3/ to 514’—2 2x 6’s on edge 
(c) 54’ to 7’-—2 2x 8’s on edge 
(ad) Over 7—2 2x10’s on edge 


3. In lieu of headers, approved trusses may be used. 

4. Studs in exterior frame walls may run from sill to roof line 
provided they do not exceed twenty feet in length. 

5. Studs shall not be spliced. 

6. Floor joists on exterior walls shall bear on at least a one inch 


by six inch ribbon let into the face of the studding. Joists bearing 
on such ribbons shall be securely nailed to the studs. 


Para. 13. Plates: All top plates shall be not less than two inches by 
four inches doubled, which shall lap at all corners and joints or butts. 


Para. 14, Interior Partitions 
1. All bearing partition studs shall be not less than two inches by 
four inches set the four inch way, and not more than sixteen 
inches on center. 
2. All openings in bearing partitions shall have double headers 
framed as required in exterior openings. 
3. Top plates for bearing partitions shall be doubled. 


Para. 15. Notching of Timbers: Notching of joists to facilitate the in- 
stallation of pipes and ducts may be permitted with the following 
limitations: 
1. Top and bottom edges may be notched not to exceed one-sixth 
of the joist depth. Notching will not be permitted in the middle 
third of any joist span. 
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2. If cutting of a floor joist to more than one-sixth of its depth is 
necessary, a header the full depth of the joist shall be cut in to 
support the ends of the joists. 

3. Holes may be bored through the timbers if they do not exceed 
two and a half inches in diameter and are not closer than two 
inches to the top or bottom edges of the joists. 


Para. 16. Basement garages shall be of fire resistant construction and 
to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner. 


Para. 17. Before the frame of any building is covered with any in- 
terior wall covering, the Building Commissioner shall be notified, and 
inspection shall be made by him before said wall covering is applied. 


Section 4. New Materials and Methods 


All new materials, methods of construction, devices and equipment 
may be approved by the Building Commissioner for use in buildings by 
the procedure herein provided when they are proved to be the equal of 
those specifically required by this code; or he shall adopt the recom- 
mendations promulgated by the Board of Standards in the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Safety. 


Section 5. Sewage 


A cesspool or other means of sewage disposal may be constructed 
only after a permit is secured from the Building Commissioner subject 
to the rules of the Board of Health. 


Section 6. Seasonable Occupancy 
Buildings for seasonable occupancy, of not over one story construc- 
tion, may be permitted such variance from the requirements of this code 
as authorized by the Building Commissioner with the approval of the 
Board of Appeals. 


Section 7. Enforcement 


Para. 1. This code shall be administered by the Building Commis- 
sioner. He shall have power, with the approval of the Board of Appeals, 
to approve the use of methods for construction and materials not specified 
in this code, provided they are equivalent in strength and safety. 


Para. 2. Stop Work Order: Whenever the provisions of this code or 
of the plans and specifications approved thereunder are not complied 
with, a stop work order shall be served on the owner or his representa- 
tive by the Building. Commissioner or his employee, and a copy thereof 
may be posted at the site of the construction. Such stop work order shall 
not be removed except by written notice of the Building Commissioner 
after satisfactory evidence has been supplied that the violation has been 
corrected. Failure to comply with such stop work order shall constitute 
a violation of this code. 


Section 8. Board of Appeals 


Para. I. A Board of Appeals shall be appointed by the Selectmen to 
consist of three members. All members shall be residents of the Town 
of Falmouth and shall not be actively engaged in the building trades. 
The appointments first made shall be for one, two and three years re- 
spectively so that the term of one member shall expire each year. All 
subsequent appointments shall be for the term of three years. Vacancies 
shall be filled by the Board of Selectmen for the unexpired term. No 
member shall act in any case in which he feels he is disqualified, in 
which case the remaining members shall designate a substitute. Every 
decision of the Board shall be in writing, and shall require the assent 
of at least two members and shall be a matter of public record. 
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Para. 2. Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Building Com- 
missioner to issue a permit, or by a decision of the Building Commis- 
sioner made under the provisions of this code, may appeal to the Board 
of Appeals. The Board of Appeals shall hold a public hearing thereon 
and render a decision. They shall make rules for such hearings, and 
publish notice thereof. 


Section 9. Penalty 


Any person or persons violating any provisions. of this code who do 
not within a reasonable time rectify such violation shall be fined not- 
more than twenty dollars for each offense. Each day that such violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 10. Building Commissioner 


Fata. i. The Board of Selectmen annually, and subsequent to the an- 
nual Town Meeting, shall appoint a Building Commissioner to hold office 
for the term of one year following, and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. 

Para. 2. To be eligible to appointment, the Building .Commissioner 
shall have had at least five years’ experience as a builder, superintendent 
of construction, or inspector of buildings, or shall have been a Registered 
Architect for a period of at least five years. He shall be generally in- 
formed as to the quality and strength of building materials, the prevail- 
ing methods of building construction, good practice in fire prevention, 
the accepted requirements for safe facilities, and shall have a general 
knowledge of the installation of plumbing, electric wiring, elevators and 
other installations for the safety, comfort and convenience of occupants. 
He shall be capable of making the necessary examinations and inspec- 
tions of buildings in the course of construction. He shall not have any 
interest whatever, directly or indirectly, in the sale or manufacture of 
any material, process or device entering into or used in or in connection 
with building construction, and shall not be engaged in the building 
trades on his own account or as a contractor. 


Para. 3. He shall be under the supervision of the Board of Select- 
men and he shall be subject-to such rules and regulations as they may 
prescribe for the proper conduct of this office. He shall submit an an- 
nual report in December of each year of the work of his office for pub- 
lication in the Town Report. 


Para. 4. The person appointed Building Commissioner shall receive 
such salary or compensation as shall be fixed by the Board of Select- 
men within the appropriation for the Building Commissioner. 


Para. 5. The Building Commissioner shall make inspections of all 
building operations covered by this code, and he may, for these purposes, 
enter at all reasonable times upon the premises where such operations 
are carried on, and shall report to the Board of Selectmen all violations 
of this code, or of any permit issued. 


Para. 6. The Building Commissioner in the name of the Town may 
take measures as public safety requires to carry these by-laws into 
effect. 


Section 11. Fees For Permits 


Para. 1. Fees for permits under this code shall be paid to the Build- 
ing Commissioner for use of the Town in accordance with the following 
schedule: 
1. For single family dwellings with estimated cost not exceeding 
$5,000: $5.00 and $1.00 additional for each $1,000 of estimated cost 
above $5,000. 
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2. For separate garage buildings: single car garage $2.00, and $1.00 
additional for each additional car space per garage. 

3. For all commercial buildings, with estimated cost not exceeding 
$5,000: $5.00, and $1.00 additional for each additional $1,000 of 
estimated cost above $5,000. 

4. For all other buildings with estimated cost not exceeding $2,000: 
$2.00 and $1.00 additional for each additional $1,000 of estimated 
cost above $2,000. 

5. For all other alterations and repairs with estimated cost not ex- 
ceeding $1,000: $1.00 and $1.00 additional for each $1,000 of esti- 
mated cost above $1,000. 

6. For elevator installations: $5.00 for each shaft.

Ill. FIRE PREVENTION REGULATIONS 
Section 1. Chimneys 


Para... 4. All chimneys hereafter built in any building used for habi- 
tation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built of brick or other 
incombustible material, constructed from the ground up and not sup- 
ported or hung in any way by wood or combustible material. 


Para. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, unless the 
chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness and shall be carried 
up to at least one foot above the highest point of the roof. 


Para. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through any wooden 
partition without a safety thimble of fireproof material, the thickness of 
the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops 


Para 1. All buildings used for habitation, business, or for public as- 
sembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the material composed 
of some incombustible material, set with mortar in the following manner: 


1. In Brick or Stone Buildings: The space between the furring on 
the walls and between the studding of all partitions shall be filled 
solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above the floor partition in 
each story. The spaces between such partitions of all floor joists 
as rest on partition heads shall also be filled to the same width 
as the studding above. 


2. In Wooden Buildings: The spaces between the studs of bearing 
partitions in the lst story; between the studs of each exterior 
wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor joists, shall severally 
be stopped by solid filling up to at least the level of the finished 
floor; also all the spaces between the floor joists directly above 
a bearing partition in whatever story constructed, shall be sever- 
ally filled with any such solid filling in all cases, so as to effec- 
tively check any draft from one story to another or from the 
horizontal spaces between the floor joists to the vertical spaces 
in the walls and partitions. 


277 


3. In All Buildings: The spaces between the strings of stairs and 
joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire stopped to prevent 
the passage of air. 


4. The Spaces Around Chimneys or Other Flues: And other flues 
-inside of studding or furring, making an air duct, are to be thor- 
oughly fire stopped with suitable incombustible material. 


Para 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or other small 
buildings, not used for habitation, or which may be maintained during 
the course of the erection of a permanent structure. 


Section 3. Mounting and Clearance, etc. 


The installation, mounting and clearance of all heating and cooking 
equipment and appliances shall be in accordance with regulations of the 
Board of Standards, Department of Public Safety, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


Section 4. Multifamily Residences 


In multifamily residence buildings, approved exitways shall be pro- 
vided and located so that the maximum length of travel to an inclosed 
interior stairway or fire tower is not more than seventy-five (75) feet 
in buildings of fireresistive or protected incombustible construction and 
not more than fifty (50) feet in buildings of all other types of construction. 


Section 5. Secondary Exit 


A secondary exit shall be available to each family unit above the 
first floor, consisting of an exterior’ stairway or a fire escape of incom- 
bustible construction when approved by the Building Commissioner with 
access to the ground, or a second interior enclosed stairway. 

Section 6. Stair Enclosures 


When an approved exit is provided, the partitions and ceiling en- 
closing the stairway shall be of not less than three-quarter (34) hour fire- 
resisting construction with three-quarter (34) hour self-closing protec- 
tives at all openings except the main exit and entrance doorway. 


Section 7. Commercial Buildings 


Para... 2. All basements that are, or may be used by the public, shall 
be served by two (2) means of exit. Whenever more than one means of 
exit is required from any room, space or floor, they shall be placed so 
as to be as remote from each other as practicable. 


Para. 2. All commercial buildings hereafter constructed less than ten 
feet from another building shall have an unpierced firewall on all sides 
adjacent to such other building or buildings. 


IV. ELECTRICAL WIRING REGULATIONS 


Section 1. Inspector of Wires 


Para. 1. In accordance with Chapter 166 Section 32 General Laws, the 
office of Inspector of Wires is hereby created. The Inspector of Wires 
shall be appointed annually by the Selectmen and shall hold office from 
the first day of April in each year and until his successor is appointed. 
He shall keep a record of the business of his department and submit a 
report to the Selectmen in writing. 


Para... 2; No person shail be appointed as Inspector of Wires who has 
not held a Master Electrician’s or a Journeyman Electrician’s license for 
a period of at least five (5) years. 
Section 2. Exterior Wires 
The Inspector of Wires shall have supervision of all electric and 
other wires erected upon, over or under any street, way or building, when 
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such wire is designed to carry electric lighting or power currents, and 
shall have authority over, and shall inspect such wires, their condition, 
attachments, insulation, supports and appliances so as to secure safety 
to life and property, and see that the provisions of Chapter 166, General 
Laws and all acts in amendment thereof and addition thereto, and all 
other laws, ordinances and regulations relating to electric and other 
wires, are strictly enforced; and shall give notice promptly to any per- 
son or corporation owning or operating any such wire, when in his judg- 
ment the same is unsafe or is not placed and kept and maintained in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of said Chapter or the provisions of any 
other law, ordinance or regulation. 


Section 3. Interior Wiring, etc. 


Para. 1. All wires, appliances and apparatus in the interior of public 
buildings or on private premises, and which are intended for the trans- 
mission of electricity and to be connected with an outside circuit, shall 
be made, placed and arranged, and at all times kept to the satisfaction 
of said Inspector; and said Inspector at all proper and reasonable times 
shall have access to such wires, apparatus or appliances. No person shall 
put in, place, change or alter the position of any such wires, appliances 
or apparatus without having first notified the Inspector, who shall be 
given full opportunity to inspect the same before they shall be covered 
or enclosed. No wires shall be placed in any building in process of con- 
struction until all gas, steam, sewer, water and furnace pipes have been 
placed in proper position and at least forty-eight hours notice shall be 
given the Inspector that the building is ready for lathing, before any 
lathing is done, or before any of the wiring or other part of the electric 
lighting system therein is covered by lathing or otherwise. 


Para. 2. Underground service conductors shall be protected against 
mechanical injury by being installed in duct, conduit, in the form of a 
cable approved for the purpose or by other approved means. All con- 
ductors carrying 600 volts or less shall be buried at least 18 inches under- 
ground, and all conductors carrying over 600 volts shall be buried at 
least 36 inches underground. 


Section 4. Connection 


In no case shall a current of electricity be connected to any system 
of wiring or apparatus intended to be used for power or lighting with- 
out permission being first obtained and a written permit granted by the 
Inspector of Wires; the jurisdiction of the Inspector is intended to in- 
clude all public and private electrical systems that are now and may 
hereafter be installed in the Town of Falmouth. 


Section 5. Rules 
The Inspector shall require that the established rules and regulations 
of the National Electrical Code shall be used as the standard of wiring 
adopted by this department. 
Section 6. Competency 
Every person or corporation engaging in the business of wiring 
buildings or other electrical work in the Town of Falmouth shall first 
satisfy the Inspector of Wires that he or they are competent to perform 
such work, and all work done shall be reported on the official forms of 
this department. 
Section 7. Permit 
Any person or corporation who shall do or attempt to do any elec- 
trical construction work, whether original work or alterations, without 
giving written notice to the Inspector of Wires, or after request from 
said Inspector fails to furnish him a working drawing of the proposed 
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construction or alteration, and without obtaining from him a written 
permit to do such work, may be punished and the orders of the Inspector 
enforced, as provided by Chapter 166, Section 33 General Laws. 


Section 8. Liability 


This ordinance shall not be construed to relieve or lessen the re- 
sponsibility of any party owning, operating or controlling any electrical 
equipment, for damages to any one injured by any defect therein, nor 
shall the Town be held as assuming any such liability by reason of the 
inspection authorized herein or certificates issued by its a and serv- 
ants, exercising the rights or powers given herein. 


Section 9. Violation 


The violation of any of the above rules and regulations may be pun- 
ished in accordance with the penalties prescribed by provisions of law 
governing the same. 


Section 10. Report of Violations 


It shall be the duty of the Inspector to note any violations of the 
provisions of the law with reference to electric light wires, poles and 
fixtures and these rules and regulations, to ascertain all the facts with 
reference thereto and immediately to notify the Board of Selectmen and 
the Town Counsel of such violation with recommenations for any action 
he deems necessary or advisable. 

Section 11. Fees 


Fees shall be $5.00 for new permits and $1.00 for alteration permits. 


V. GAS FITTING REGULATIONS 
Section 1. Definitions 


Para. . 1. Gas Fitting: the term “Gas Fitting” as used in these regu- 
lations shall mean the work of putting together any fittings, pipes, or 
fixtures or other appliances which are to contain gas for heat, light or 
power purposes. 


Para. 2. Gas Appliances: the term “Gas Appliances” shall be deemed 
to include gas pipes and equipment and/or appliances which are to con- 
tain or use gas for heat, light or power purposes. 


Para. 3. Gas Fitter: the term, “Gas Fitter’ shall be deemed to in- 


clude only a person, firm or corporation holding a “Gas Fitters Permit” 
issued by the head of the Fire Department. 


Para. 4. Gas Company: the term “Gas Company” shall be deemed 
to mean any corporation, company, association or person furnishing gas 
for heating, lighting and power purposes within the Town of Falmouth, 
through a system of gas mains, pipes and/or tanks or bottles. 


Section 2. 
Gas Fitting Shall Be Done Only By Qualified “Gas Fitters” 
A person, firm or corporation shall not make nor alter a gas installa- 
tion until a certificate of competency hereafter referred to as a “Gas Fit- 


ters Permit’, is obtained from the head of the Fire Department. Such 
certificate shall be issued on the basis of the following: 


1. Previous experience in making installations or alterations to 
Gas Appliances. 

2. Knowledge of, and familiarity with, the type of installation or 
alteration proposed. 

38. Facilities and equipment available for making such an installa- 
tion. 

4. Confirmation through endorsement, of ey as to the pur- 
pose of such certificate. 
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Ali statements made with respect to the foregoing shall be in writing 
on forms furnished by the head of the Fire Department, with such en- 
dorsements as he may prescribe, and such certificate shall continue in 
effect until suspended or revoked for cause by the head of the Fire 
Department. 


Section 3. Permits Required 


Whoever desires to install or alter gas appliances shall first make 
application to the head of the Fire Department and obtain a permit there- 
for. Such application shall be made in the name of the owner or oc- 
cupant of the building or structure by the person or persons who propose 
to make the installation of such equipment. Upon exhibition of a “Gas 
Fitters Permit’, as defined in these rules and regulations, and submission 
of evidence that the gas appliance to be installed or the alteration to be 
made has been approved by an accredited national testing agency, for 
use with such gas as it is to be supplied, the head of the Fire Department 
shall grant a permit authorizing such installation or alteration. 


Section 4. Inspection and Approval 


Para. 1. Inspection and Tests: All gas fitting shall be done in accord- 
ance with the permit granted. All gas piping and fittings shall be tested 
in the presence of an Inspector of the Fire Prevention Bureau, and all 
test apparatus shall be furnished and the costs borne by the holder of 
the permit. No concealed work shall be covered before being tested. 
All piping shall be tested to withstand an air pressure of fifty (50) per 
cent in excess of normal operating pressure of the system, and not less 
than fifty (50) pounds per square inch for not less than ten (10) minutes 
in welded piping system, without showing any drop in pressure. The 
Fire Prevention Bureau may from time to time, as it deems proper, cause 
to be inspected the gas appliances in any building, and if the inspection 
shows that they do not comply with the provisions hereof, the gas com- 
pany shall be so notified in writing. Upon receipt of such notice the gas 
company shall shut off the supply of gas for such appliances until it has 
been again notified in writing by the Fire Prevention Bureau that such 
appliances have been approved by the Fire Prevention Bureau. 


Para. 2. Damaged Installations: In buildings that have been dam- 
aged by fire or other casualty, the gas piping and fixtures shall not be 
used or the gas turned on until authorized by the Fire Prevention Bureau. 


Para. 3. New Installation: A gas company shall not cause or permit 
the passage of gas from its mains through or to any gas appliances in 
any building, unless such appliances, and the gas fitting done in con- 
nection with the installation thereof have been inspected and approved 
as required by the provisions hereof. 


Section 5. Certificate of Inspection 


When any gas fitting or gas appliances have been inspected and ap- 
proved by an Inspector of the Fire Prevention Bureau, such Inspector 
shall furnish to the Fire Prevention Bureau a written certificate duly 
signed by him bearing the date upon which inspection was made, or 
approval given, which shall be kept on file in the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau. Such certificate shall state the character of the gas appliances 
inspected and that the same have been approved for use by the Inspec- 
tor signing such certificate. A copy of the above certificate shall be fur- 
nished to the gas company. 


Section 6. Appliances 


Para. 4: Use of Approved Appliances: No gas appliances shall be 
installed unless approved by the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., The 
American Gas Association Laboratories, or other national credited testing 
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agency, for use with such gas as it is to be supplied; except that any 
appliance which is in good condition, may be used only after it is prop- 
erly converted, adapted and tested for performance with the gas with 
which it is to be supplied, before the appliance is placed in use. 

Para. 2. Safety Devices. . 

1. All automatic gas fired appliances shall be equipped with an ap- 
proved automatic device that will shut down the supply of gas to the 
burner in the event of undue pressure or over-heating of the appliance. 
This automatic device acting as a limit safety shall be in addition to and 
separated from the other regular operating controls of the appliances. 

2. All automatic gas fired appliances shall be equipped with auto- 
matic safety devices to shut off the flow to the main burners and the pilot, 
if the pilot should fail 


Section 7. Approved Pipe and Fittings 


Piping or tubing shall be wrought iron, steel, brass or copper (type 
K or L). Pipe joints may be screwed, flanged or welded. Fittings shall 
have a working pressure of at least 125 pounds per square inch. 


Section 8. Labeling Flues 


Flues installed for the use of gas appliances which are not suitable 
for solid or liquid-fired fuel equipment shall be plainly and permanent- 
ly labeled with the words “This Flue Is For the Use of Gas Burning Ap- 
pliances Only.” The label shall be attached at a point near where the 
vent pipe enters the chimney, or near where the gas vent enters a wall, 
floor or ceiling. 

Section 9. Existing Flues 


No existing flue which does not conform to all the requirements of 
these regulations shall be continued in use unless it does not endanger 
the fire safety of the building and is acceptable to the Fire Prevention 
Bureau. 


Sectien 10. Utility Main Shut-Off 


An outside stopcock or shut-off valve shall be provided to the main 
connection from the public utility gas system, located in an approved 
flush covered box in the sidewalk at or near the curb line. Such valve 
box shall be identified with the word “Gas” cast or otherwise inscribed 
on the cover. Where there is more than one lead into the building, each 
gas supply line shall be so equipped.- 


Section 11. Main Building Shut-Off 


Each gas service connection which is brought into a structure shall 
be fitted with a straight-way stop cock valve, placed in an accessible 
position immediately inside the wall through which connection enters. 


Section 12. Meters 


Meters shall be adequately supported and connected to the piping 
so as not to exert undue strain on the connection. They shall be located 
as near as practicable to the point of entrance of the service and pre- 
ferably in the cellar or basement of the building or structure. The 
location shall be accessible, clean, dry, properly ventilated and free 
from steam or chemical fumes; and the meter shall be protected from 
extreme cold or heat. They shall be at least four (4) ft. above the floor 
with an unobstructed passage leading thereto. No gas meter shall be 
placed underneath any stairway, bulkhead, show-window, stoop, sink or 
lavatory, over a water closet fixture, gas or electric light, in any horse 
stall, sleeping apartment, closet, coal or wood bin, room where a moving 
picture machine is operated, in the space between floors under a show- 
window or bulk-head, within 20 in. of an electric cutout box, service 
switch, distribution panel, or any device or electric appliance that trans- 
mits or generates an electric current for light or power; or within 8 ft. 
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of any boiler, furnace, hot air pipe or smoke pipe. No meter shall be set 
in any kitchen, kitchenette, or any room containing a gas range unless 
the floor area is at least 36 sq. ft. and the room is properly ventilated. 
Section 13. Piping and Fittings 

Gas piping for heating and hot water furnaces shall consist of an 
independent line direct from the meter of wrought iron or steel with 
malleable iron fittings or copper water tube. No cast iron pipe or fit- 
tings or aluminum tubing shall be used for the main gas conduit. The 
piping shall be run straight without sags or traps, shall be pitched as to 
drain back to the riser, and from the riser to the meter or inlet and shall 
be rigidly supported at intervals of not more than six (6) feet by in- 
combustible strap hooks, bands or hangers. The use of lead pipe, rubber 
hose, or other flexible pipe, tubing or fitting shall be prohibited; except 
that approved flexible metallic tubing connectors shall be permitted for 
gas appliances which burn not more than ninety (90) cubic feet of gas 
per hour. 

Section 14. Protection From Freezing 


All gas piping shall be protected from freezing temperatures. When 
necessary to conceal piping in brick, stone, concrete or other masonry 
walls, suitable recesses shall be provided and no gas piping shall be in- 
corporated in the masonry construction. 


Section 15. Liquified Petroleum Gas Piping 


Piping for liquified petroleum gas shall be designed and installed of 
approved materials suitable for the use on the system. Control valves 
shall be provided in every installation as herein specified; a main shut- 
off valve outside of the building on the supply side of the main con- 
nection; and a relief valve with terminal discharge directly to the outer 
air at a point not less than five (5) feet distant from any window or 
other opening in the building or other adjoining structures. The fore- 
going shall be in accordance with the regulations of the Board of Fire 
Prevention Regulations of the Department of Public Safety. 

Section 16. Fees 


A fee of Fifty (50) cents shall be charged for each permit. 


The committee feels that the foregoing code is practical 
and workable. It has tried to avoid a code which would be 
unnecessarily detailed and involved, yet it wished to develop 
a code which would adequately safeguard the interests of all 
the residents of Falmouth and assure the town of good qual- 
ity construction. The committee does not believe that the 
foregoing code places undue burdens on construction, since 
it simply follows the recognized good procedures of the build- 
ing trades.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any other motions 
which he shall so request, shall be presented to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless 
public notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be given with- 
in thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note 
in writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the notice 
of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and committees having 
the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including a list of all in- 
debtedness against their departments, which does not appear in their 
financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, including the 
articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special committees made at 
any meetings held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions passed. 


(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing town meetings or relating to the town business. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of all town 
affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and have the right 
to make any suggestions for the better conduct of the department, board 
or committee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons to the of- 
fices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to purchase for the 
several boards or committees, except water commissioners, oil, coal and 
fuel oil. The various boards and committees shall, on or before July 1 
in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to 
the board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and fuel oil re- 
quired for the use of their respective departments or committees for one 
year. The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, adver- 
tise for bids to furnish the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor 
for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the 
selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total con- 
tract) for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual report to the 
town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year and 
recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 


(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all suits to 
which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, the 
length and width, cost of construction and amount of land damages in 
each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized and directed to 
make minor extensions of water mains when, in their judgment, such 
action would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such extensions 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) be expended on such extension in any 
one year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor 


Section. 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to award con- 
tracts for building new roads. " 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall receive 
any compensation for transportation within the limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid or un- 
paid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town of Falmouth on 
official business connected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
titled to receive pay on the following basis: If he travels by rail or by 
water, he shall be allowed the amount of his fare; if he travels by motor 
vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automobile or truck 
any laborers employed by any department of the Town, (a) the expense 
incurred shall be charged in as “transportation of labor’; (b) all charges 
for transportation of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per 
hour or per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in trans- 
porting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
charged against the appropriation for that particular work on which the 
transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town and 
carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected directly with the 
operation of the truck, or any apparatus or materials carried by the truck, 
shall be charged under “trucking” at so much per hour or day, and shall 
not be entitled to any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special committees are ap- 
pointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the compensation of the 
committee end also a sum of money for expenses of such committee, 
otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either 
services or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered to con- 
sult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the tax col- 
lector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders countersigned 
by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll taxes or other- 
wise shall have such debt deducted before payment by the treasurer from 
any sum due him from the town for work on roads or for any other serv- 
ice performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible bidder; preference always going to citizens, when other con- 
ditions of the situation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town shall be re- 
turnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and shall be publicly 
opened and read by one of the selectmen at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Falmouth, duly 
approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate 
booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting of fifteen 
voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for the term of one 
year, five for the term of two years, and five for the term of three years, 
and thereafter five be elected annually. They shall serve without com- 
pensation. The moderator shall at each meeting appoint a committee 
of three to retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance committee. 


Section 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their number 
as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said committee may consider 
such questions with reference to the conduct of the town affairs as they 
may deem advisable, and may consult with any and all officers, boards, 
and committees of the town with reference to matters under their super- 
vision; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant for any 
annual or special meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall 
make a report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Section 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in their 
judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless authorized 
by vote of the town. 


Section 4. Vacancies in said committees shall be filled in the same 
manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 1911.) (Ap- 
proved as amended by the Attorney General, March 10, 1916.) Revised 
in 1922. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING ANNUAL TOWN AUDIT 


There shall be an annual audit of the Town’s accounts under the 
supervision of the Director of Accounts of the Department of Corpor- 
ations and Taxation in accordance with the provisions of Section 35, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 


(Approved by the Attorney General March 14, 1945) 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as in the opin- 
ion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to improve the system shall 
be under a guarantee of not less than nine percent annual income unless 
the town shall decide otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. The hours of duty of each regularly employed fireman shall be 
84 hours per week, except in the case of an emergency as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the hours of duty to be allocated as designated by the Chief of the 
Fire Department. 


2. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision the regularly employed 
firemen of the Town shall be subject to immediate recall to duty at any 
time on emergency signal of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire 
Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on April 16, 1948) 


FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 
Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used for habi- 
tation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built of brick or other 
incombustible material, constructed from the ground up and not sup- 
ported or hung in any way by wood or other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, unless the 
chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness and shall be carried up 
to at least 1 ft. above the highest point of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smcke pipe or metal flue shall pass through any wooden 
partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof material, the thickness 
of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for public as- 
sembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the material composed 
of some incombustible material, set with mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between the fur- 
ring on the walls and between the studding of all partitions shall be filled 
solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above the floor partition in each story. 
The space between such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS:the spaces between the studs of bear- 
ing partitions in the lst story, betwen the studs of each exterior wall in 
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the Ist story as carry the end of floor joists, shall severally be stopped by 
solid filling up to at least the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces 
between the floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in all 
cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, to another or 
from the horizontal spaces between the floor joists to the vertical spaces 
in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings of stairs and 
joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire stopped to prevent passage 
of air, 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER FLUES: and 
other flues inside of studdings or furring, making an air duct, are to be 
thoroughly fire stopped with suitable incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or other small 
buildings, not used for habitation, or which may be maintained during the 
course of the erection of a permanent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any alteration or 
reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the owner or builder shall notify 
the Building Inspector of the intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings not to be used 
for the purpose of habitation, business or public assembly and not more 
than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any work or 
construction in violation of this By-Law or any part thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $25 for each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, may take 
such measures as the public safety requires, to carry this By-Law into 
effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 1928.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING ELECTRICAL ORDINANCE, 
TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


1. No person shall install wires, conduits, apparatus, fixtures, or 
other appliances for carrying or using electricity for light, heat, or power 
within, or connected to any building, without first notifying the Inspector 
of Wires, in writing, of the proposed installation. 


2. Whoever violates this By-Law, shall be subject to a fine, of not 
more than Twenty Dollars. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 16, 1948) 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 
BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 


‘Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the 
warrant therefor in every postoffice in the Town, at least seven days be- 
fore the time appointed for such meeting. Such further notice of any 
Town Meetings may be given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first or 
second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February but that portion 
of said meeting held for the election of town officers shall take place on 
the succeeding Tuesday. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 3, 1946.) 


Section 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the local 
newspaper at least seven days before any special town meetings the 
recommendations and estimates of all committees (except the finance 
committee) relating to the expenditure of money, upon which action is 
to be taken. 


Section 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in which they 
appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appropriations shall be 
grouped together in the warrant and those articles referred from previous 
town meetings shall take an early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


_(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for registered vot- 
ers, all others to use the gallery or seats on the platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a ‘yea and nay” 
vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which they appear 
in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS 


Section 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the purchase, 
sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles in this town 
shall be licensed. 


Section 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second-hand art- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director of Stand- 
ards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to place in this town sell- 
ing or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or barter, any meats, 
butter, cheese, fish, or fresh fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section shall not ap- 
ply to any person who sells only fruits or vegetables obtained by his own 
labor or the labor of his family. 


Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shal! have authority to grant such 
license to any person of good repute for morals and integrity who is, or 
has declared his intention to become, a citizen of the United States. Said 
licenses, unless sooner revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire 
on the thirtieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Section 3. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the Board of Select- 
men shall be assigned a number and shall be provided by the Town Clerk 
with a badge which shall be conspicuously worn by him. No person shall 
be assigned a badge or number until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and measuring 
devices intended to be used by such person have been duly inspected and 
sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such badge, or 
wears it without authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in 
Section 6 of these regulations. 


Section 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or exposing any 
articles for sale shall ery his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the town, or otherwise than in vehicles and 
receptacles which are neat and clean and do not leak. 


Section 5. Any license granted under these regulations or any regu- 
lation amendatory or additional thereto may be revoked by the Selectmen. 


Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regulations shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a licensee as a 
conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale by him shall have at- 
tached thereto on each side a number plate, to be furnished by the town 
with his license, bearing the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Section 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge or 
number plate under the provision of Sections 3 and 5 of these by-laws 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
stating that all weighing and measuring devices intended to be used by 
such person have been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The 
use of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false or un- 
sealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient cause for the 
revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his registration. 
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Section 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as conflicting 
with any license issued under the authority of the Commonwealth. 


Section 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any by-law 
amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by the (Board granting 
the same.) 


Section 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, merchandise 
or other articles wherein the amount involved is $500 or more, the Board, 
Department, Committee or Officials of the Town in charge of the expen- 
diture of such money shall be required to submit the awarding of the same 
to public bid and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941.) 


BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO USE, CARE, REGULATION AND 
CONTROL OF PUBLIC BATHING BEACHES IN FALMOUTH 


1. Setting or maintaining fires on all public beaches is prohibited 
except on approval of Falmouth Beach Committee and by special written 
permit therefor issued by the Falmouth Fire Department. 


2. The use of alcoholic beverages including the bringing of alcoholic 
beverages on any of the public beaches is absolutely prohibited. 


3. The playing of baseball or softball on said public beaches is pro- 
hibited. 


4. No dogs shall be brought upon any of said public beaches nor 
permitted thereon. 


5. All of said public beaches are closed to the public at 12:00 o’clock 
midnight, daylight saving time and the use thereof for bathing purposes 
or recreational purposes is prohibited between the hours of 12:00 o’clock 
midnight and 6:00 o’clock A.M., both hours being daylight saving time. 


6. Leaving litter, trash, rubbish or discarded lunch containers or 
similar articles upon the public beaches is strictly prohibited. 


8. For each and every violation of the foregoing By-Laws, there is 
hereby imposed a penalty of not more than $20.00. 


(Approved by the Attorney General August 17, 1951) 
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BY-LAWS OF THE FALMOUTH PLANNING BOARD 


Section 1. The Planning Board of Falmouth shall consist of seven 
members to be elected as provided in Section 81A of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws. 


Section 2. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated in 
Chapter 41, General Laws, Sections 81B and 81C to 81Y inclusive and 
further to consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials, departments, or committees of the Town, 
or upon its own initiative. 


Section 3. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may also 
hold public meetings. It shall at all reasonable times have access to all 
public documents, plans, or information in the possession of any town 
official or department, except as otherwise provided by law. 


Section 4. The board shall examine the plans for the exterior of 
any public building, bridge, monument, memorial or similar feature, 
and for the grounds around the same, and may make such recommenda- 
tions thereon as it may deem proper. 


Section 5. All plans and all town meeting articles providing for 
(1) acquiring by purchase, gift or taking any land or buildings for public 
use or for (2) selling, abandoning or leasing any public lands or build- 
ings, or for (3) laying out, extending, revising or discontinuing any por- 
tion of any street, way, park, square, or playground shall be referred to 
the Planning Board for its study and recommendations at least 21 days 
before any action thereon is taken by a town meeting. 


Section 6. The board may provide for public lectures and meetings 
and other educational work in connection with its studies and recom- 
mendations. 


Section 7. The board may incur expenses necessary to the carrying 
on of its work within the amount of its annual appropriations. 


Section 8. The board shall approve the names of all new streets 
and no street signs shall be erected until approval has been made by the 
board. 


Section 9. The board shall make a report to the town annually, 
which report shall include such information as may be deemed perti- 
nent by the board. 


Section 10. The board of appeals under the Zoning By-Law of Fal- 
mouth shall constitute a board of appeals under Sections 81R and 81S 
of General Laws, Chapter 41. 


(Approved by the Attorney General August 17, 1951) 
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RULES FOR AMBULANCE SERVICE 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital in the ambulance 
the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a nurse must have an 
order direct from the doctor, with diagnosis and condition of patient. 
Emergency accident cases not included in this requirement. 


2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be accompanied 
by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from Nantucket, the Vine- 
yard, or Naushon, who may land at Woods Hole requiring ambulance 
transportation. 


3. On a return trip from the hospital, no patient may be taken home 
without first obtaining orders direct from the doctor. 


4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, poliomylitis or 
meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visiting nurse. 


5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Center except 
in emergencies when she will go directly to the scene of an accident if 
the doctor so wishes. 


6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals are: Hyannis 
$10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 for residents—this fee to 
be doubled for non-residents—also charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals 
to be included if trips occur during their regular meal hour. 


1. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the judgment of 
the nurse does not require ambulance transportation, she may on her re- 
turn report the case to the supervising nurse. 


8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this service from the 
time the nurse leaves the Health Center until she returns. 


9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany emergency 
cases only. 


10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the police de- 
partment, the fire department, or a local physician. 
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THE FALMOUTH HISTORICAL SOCIETY INC. 


Mrs. Herbert H. Smythe, wife of the Rector of St. Barnabas Church, 
1890-1922, was the person who started what is now the Falmouth His- 
torical Society Inc. It was she who conceived the idea that those things 
of the past, pertaining to Falmouth, should be preserved for the future 
generations. The idea took root. Objects, with their history, were 
donated and loaned by residents of the town and put on exhibition in 
the Public Library where the organization of today carried on and 
developed. 

In 1932 Mrs. James B. Wood, who owned and lived in the present 
Society building, died. By her will the Falmouth Historical Society be- 
came the owner of the property. 

It is not known definitely the exact date—year—the Society’s build- 
ing was erected by Dr. Francis M. Wicks. The record is presumed lost 
or destroyed in the Barnstable Court House fire in 1827. However, from 
records in the possession of the Society it seems probable the year was 
1791. We know it was sold in 1798 to Dr. Samuel Croswell who later 
became the first cashier of the Falmouth Bank. 

On June 13, 1904 the seventy-six (76) people interested in the work 
being carried on at the Library adopted a constitution and by-laws. 
Sept. 7, 1904, by state charter, they became The Falmouth Historical 


Society, Inc. 
Henry Herbert Smythe, President 
John Hastings Quint, Vice President 
William Harrison Hewins, Treasurer
